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Memorandum Itemizes Six Cases Of Alleged Police Harassment

Roger V. Dickeson of Lincoln has charged the 


Lincoln Police Department with harassment, 
persecution and violation of individuals' con- 
stitutional rights, and has called for an official in- 
vestigation. 


Dickeson, No. 4 Forestview Circle, is president 


of Mid-America Webpress, 3700 N.W. 12th. 


He sent a four-page memorandum dated Dec. 


21, alleging six cases of citizen abuse by police, to 
news media, police, city, county, state and federal 
law officials, bar associations and the Nebraska 
Civil Liberties Union (NCLU). 


Dickeson described'the circumstances of each 


alleged police abuse case, but didn't identify the in-

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dividuals involved. "Most are employes of Mid- 
America Webpress," he told The Star. 


Has Documentation 


Dickeson said he has documentation to back up 


his charges, but added he "will refuse to give it, un- 
less ordered by contempt citation to give it in 
court." 


While such instances regarding Lincoln police 


actions have reportedly occurred before, Dick«son 
said, "Nobody's had the guts to stand up" and 
follow through. 


Police Chief Joe Carroll declined to comment 


Monday. Assistant Chief Dale Adams directed 
Inspector B. Dean Leitner to prepare a statement 
on the charges. Leitner said the mayor wished to 
review the statement before releasing it to the 


media Tuesday. 


Five of the six cases Dickeson cited deal with 


alleged violations of driving while intoxicated 
(DWI). 


In "Case A," Dickeson said in the memoran- 


dum, "Mrs. A" was followed by a police cruiser 
from the Branding Iron Lounge in Belmont Plaza 
to 46th and Adams, where she was stopped for "en- 
croaching on the centefline." 


Dickeson said Mrs. A was required "to blow 


into a box" three separate times. Inspector Leitner 
said the "box" is a "preliminary testing device" 
police use in the field; it indicates alcohol content 
in the blood. By Nebraska law, intoxication is 
defined as an alcohol level of .10% or more. 


Leitner said the field pre-test spares a person 


suspected of DWI the embarrassment of being 
taken to police headquarters for the gas 
chromatograph test, when that person may not be 
legally intoxicated. 


Requests Denied 


When Mrs. A was taken to the police station, 


she was required to take a fourth breath test, 
Dickeson said. "She asked to call her attorney. 
Request denied. She asked the results of the four 
box tests. Response of Officer X to Officer Y: 
'Jesus Christ, tell her'." Dickeson said she was 
never told the test results. 


Mrs. A "was denied a phone call to inform the 


person sitting with her children of her 
whereabouts," Dickeson said. "A matron said she 
would make the call, but that Mrs. A could not be

If you find a shiny new pair of 


ice skates under the tree this 
Christmas, don't be too quick to 
try them out. You might find 
yourself treading on thin ice... 
or sinking in thick water. 


Although it's no consolation to 


those who dream of etching 
figure eights on icy surfaces, the 
milder weather this year is a 
relief for many who experienced 
last winter's record lows. 


John Birdsall of the National 


Weather Service (NWS) in Lin- 
coln reported an average 
temperature of 28 degrees for 
Dec. 1-Dec. 23, compared with 
an average of 24 degrees for the 
same period last year. 


But comparative figures to 


date don't tell the whole story 
since the real cold spell in 1973 
didn't hit until Dec. 29. 


Fell To -33 


On that date the mercury fell 


below zero and stayed there un- 
til Jan. 12, when an all-time low 
of -33 was recorded in Lincoln, 


So far this year we've had only 


one below zero reading — 
charted at -1 degree on Dec. 17. 
By Dec. 19 last year, the mer- 
cury had-dipped to -9 degrees 
and then to -16 degrees a day 
later. 


The great amounts of snow on 


the ground last December had 
something to do with the lower 
temperature readings, says 
Devore Silvey of the NWS. 


An 11 inch snowfall last Dec. 


18, added to a few inches already 
on the ground, built up to an 18 
inch snow mass that stayed in- 
tact until mid-January. So far 
this year only six inches of snow 
has fallen. 


Consumption Rising 


In spite of the higher 


temperatures in Lincoln this 
year, there's been a greater "con- 
sumption of electricity 
and 


natural gas. 


Cengas reports an increase of 


26,492 MCF (1,000 cubic feet un- 
its) over last year's consumption 
for the first three weeks in 
December. 


A spokesman for Lincoln Elec- 


tric System quoted an 11.3% in- 
crease in electricity used over 


the same December period last 
year. However, he noted that 2,- 
500 new customers have been 
added. 


Since the brunt of the cold 


weather didn't hit until after 
Christmas last year, there's still 
the likelihood of skaters getting 
some time on the ice before the 
month's end. 


No Skating Yet 


In spite of the snowy ground 


cover, no ice-skating area is 
currently safe, according to Herb 
Cords, assistant superintendent 
of Lincoln parks. 


Cords said at least four inches 


of ice is required on lakes of 
some depth before the Parks and 
Recreation Department will give 
a go-ahead on skating. 


But it just hasn't been cold 


enough this year to achieve that 
thickness, he noted. 


Cords said temperatures in the 


10-degree range in the daytime, 
and lower at night, are required 
for sufficient freezing con- 
ditions. If the thermometer 
hovers around zero for two days, 
the ice ought to be in pretty good 
shape, Cords reported. 


When the weather cooperates, 


the parks department clears 
areas of Oak Lake, Holmes Lake 
and Southwood Park Lake for 
public skating. 


Parks Flooded 


Many local park areas without 


natural ponds are flooded with 
city water for man-made skating 
facilities when low temperatures 
prevail. 


These include: Rudge 


Memorial Park (14th and Lake), 
Henry Park (44th and Prescott), 
Herbert Park (81st and Trail 
Ridge Rd.), Peter Pan Park 
(33rd and X), Roberts Park (58th 
and Sumner), Biship Park (31st 
and Prescott), and University 
Place Park (50th and Francis). 


Special skating areas are also 


created at Seacrest Field, behind 
Eastridge Recreation 
Center, 


and at the site of the old 
Municipal Swimming Pool, at 
22nd and M. 


He warned skaters to keep off' 


all lakes that are not thick 
enough. Warning signs are 
posted, he said, park rangers 
won't hesitate to kick people off 
untested ice areas.

Washington (AP) — President 


Ford ordered an internal inquiry 
and three congressional probes 
were promised Monday over 
charges of widespread domestic 
spying by the 
Central 


Intelligence Agency. 


Ford, in Vail, Colo., com- 


manded Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger to get a 
report to him on the issue 
"within a matter of days," a 
spokesman said. 


Kissinger, in turn, asked an ac- 


counting by Ambassador to Iran 
Richard Helms, who was the 
CIA director during the period in 
which the alleged unlawful ac- 
tivities were said to have oc- 
curred. 


Sources said Kissinger would 


assemble information from 
current CIA Director William 
Colby and 'others, probably 
within 48 hours. 


Press Secretary Ron Nessen 


said Ford transmitted the order 
to Kissinger because the 
secretary of state is head of the 
National Security Council, which 
coordinates all federal in- 
telligence operations. 


Spokesman for Kissinger said 


earlier in the day that the 
secretary himself "has never 
seen any survey of American 
citizens by the CIA and he 
doesn't know if any such surveys 
exist." 


Nessen told reporters in Vail 


that Colby had advised Ford last 
week that the New York Times 
would publish an account of 
domestic CIA spying and assured 
him that "this does not involve 
the Ford administration." 


A Justice Department official 


said earlier Monday that acting 
Atty. Gen. Laurence H. Silber- 
man "has been m touch" with 
Colby and "the matter is under 
review." 


But Nessen said it was in- 


correct to conclude that the 
Justice Department was taking 
its own action. "The Justice 
Department has>no role at all... 
at the moment," he said. Nessen 
insisted, however, that "there 
was no order to the Justice 
Department to lay off." 


Silberman, filling in for 


vacationing Atty. Gen. William 
B. Saxbe, confirmed later that 
he had communicated with 
Colby but said the department 
itself was not pursuing the 
matter. He declined to 
elaborate. 


Colby and other CIA officials, 


meanwhile, retrained irom public 
comment as they huddled at the 
agency's headquarters in nearby 
Langley, Va., to discuss 
developments triggered by the 
New York Times account, 
published Sunday. 


The Times reported that the 


CIA had maintained files on at 
least 10,000 Americans and com- 
mitted a number of other unlaw- 
ful acts, includng break-ins and 
wiretapping, in a campaign 
aimed at the antiwar movement 
during the administration of 
former President Richard M. 
Nixon. 


Sen. John Sparkman, D-Ala., 


said he was "shocked by the 
revelations regarding CIA ac- 
tivities in the United States," 
and declared "It is my intention 
. . . to have the Foreign 
Relations Committee look into 
these matters" when the new 
Congress convenes next year. 


Sparkman, who will be chair- 


man of that panel, said "This is a 
domestic matter but there have 
been other operations of the CIA 
in the foreign field that have dis- 
turbed the members of the com- 
mittee." 


Nedzi said his hearings would 


be conducted "in a measured, 
comprehensive manner, letting 
the chips fall where they may." 
In the meantime, he said, 
Americans should not make 
"hasty judgments ... some have 
already assumed the aEegations 
and implications to be facts." 


Sparkman said his committee 


would call for testimony from 
Helms, Colby and John McCone, 
another former 
director. 


McCone, who left the agency in 
1965, called Sunday for a con- 
gressional investigation and 
suggested the alleged operations

In "Case C," Dickeson said "Mr. C" was 


stopped for running through a red light, a charge he 
denied. Admitting he had been drinking, Mr. C was 
taken to police headquarters; his car was left "at 
about 56th Street," Dickeson said. After the breath 
test, Mr. C. "was told to sit in a separate seat. He 
did. He sat there for two hours or more. Nothing 
was said. 


'Nothing On Him' 


"Finally, when he went up to the desk sergeant 


and inquired, the desk sergeant made an inquiry 
throughout police officers. He came back and told 
Mr. C that there was nothing on him and that he 
could certainly go." Dickeson said that "after a 
long interval" police took Mr. C to his car, and "no 
ticket was ever issued for violating a traffic signal." 


In all of the cases, Dickeson said, none of the 


individuals was given the "Miranda warning," the 
1966 U.S. Supreme Court ruling requiring police to 
warn suspects of their constitutional rights. 


However, Nebraska Atty. Gen. Clarence A. H. 


Meyer said, "A lot of people have the mistaken 
idea that every time (a police officer) stops you or 
arrests you, he must give the Miranda warning." 


Meyer said "all that the Miranda cases say is 


that before a statement made by an individual can 
be used against him, he must be given a Miranda 
warning." When a police officer sees a DWI viola- 
tion occur, Meyer said, and there is no intention of 
using the DWI offender's statements, then there is 
"no point" in giving the warning. The officer 
makes the arrest without a warrant, and can testify 
in court simply on the offense he saw occur. 


Schwartzkopf objected to Dickeson's charges, 


because they contain "generalities," but if 
Dickeson's charges have substance, "we want to 
get to the bottom of it." Meanwhile, he said, "it's 
easy to make allegations" and "throw darts." 


Dickeson charged that police "cruisers lie in 


wait for people leaving the taverns along 
Cornhusker Hwy. and (people) are followed until 
some minor or supposed traffic infraction occurs so 
that they can be stopped. On occasions, they are 
given pat downs." 


'Means' Questioned 


Dickeson applauded the "ends" of such selec- 


tive law enforcement, where traffic accident 
frequency is high. He questioned "tavern stake- 
outs" by police as a "means" to that end. 
Schwartzkopf replied there are "more accidents" 
on Cornhusker, and said Dickeson ignores the 
police objective of preventing alcohol-related traf- 
fic deaths — 12 of 16 this year. 


Dickeson also objected to the police policy of 


"the mandatory 5-10 hours incommunicado" in the 
drunk tank. 


Lincoln Attorney Ted Kessner said Omaha has 


.a bond release system for DWI, whereby offenders 
may post bond and drive away drunk. "I would just 
as soon have somebody held until he's sober," 
Kessner said, noting he personally prefers Lin- 
coln's system over Omaha's. 


One individual who asked not to be identified 


was picked up for DWI and jailed overnight. He 


- said the police wouldn't let him personally make a 


call, but offered to make one for him. His wife 
reported the police were courteous and relayed the 
message he gave them. 


Lancaster County Atty. Paul Douglas said 


Monday he will "visit with the police department" 
and plans to speak with Dickeson about specifics in 
the charges. If Dickeson is unwilling to offer 
details, "it'll be difficult for us. to proceed," 
Douglas said, but "we're willing to look into 
anonymous complaints." 


Could Investigate 


Kessner, president of the Lincoln Bar Associa- 


tion, both said if either association has a role in the 
charges, relating to the legal profession, standing 
committees will investigate. 


Barbara Gaither, NCLU executive director, 


said she was attempting to convene the NCLU 
Lawyers Panel Monday to screen the case "to see if 
NCLU should take any action." 


The NCLU through cooperating attorney 


Herbert Friedman has filed a petition in Lancaster 
County District Court on behalf of Linda Payer of 
Lincoln. The petition asks the court to rule that 
people picked up on intoxication charges be 
allowed to call a lawyer immediately.

Ford, in Vail, Colo., com­ 
m anded S ecretary of S tate 
Henry A. Kissinger to get a 
report to him on the issu e 
“ within a m atter of day s,” a 
spokesman said. 
Kissinger, in tu rn, asked an ac­ 
cou nting by Ambassador to Iran 
Richard Helms, who was the 
CIA director du ring the period in 
which the alleged u nlawfu l ac­ 
tiv ities were said to hav e oc­ 
cu rred. 
Sou rces said Kissinger wou ld 
assem ble inform ation from 
cu rrent CIA Director William 
Colby and others, 
probably 
within 48 hou rs. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
said Ford transm itted the order 
to K is s ing e r be c a u s e th e 
secretary of state is head of the 
National Secu rity Cou ncil, which 
coord inates all fe d eral in­ 
telligence operations. 
Spokesman for Kissinger said 
earlier in the day th at the 
secretary himself “ has nev er 
seen any su rv ey of American 
citizens by the CIA and he 
doesn’t know if any su ch su rv ey s 
ex ist.” 
Nessen told reporters in Vail 
that Colby had adv ised Ford last 
week that the New York Times 
wou ld pu blish an accou nt of 
domestic CIA spy ing and assu red 
him that “this does not inv olv e 
the Ford adm inistration.” 
A Ju stice D epartm ent official 
said earlier Monday that acting 
Atty . Gen. Lau rence H. Silber- 
man “has been in tou ch’’ with 
Colby and "the m atter is u nder 
rev iew.” 
Bu t Nessen said it was in­ 
correct to conclu de that the 
Ju stice Department was taking 
its own action. “ The Ju stice 
D epartment has no role at a ll. . .

Nothing 
was said. 
‘Nothing On Him’ 
“ Finally , when he went u p to the desk sergeant 
and inq u ired, the desk sergeant made an inq u iry 
throu ghou t police officers He came back and told 
Mr. C that there was nothing on him and that he 
cou ld certainly go.” Dickeson said that “after a 
long interv al” police took Mr. C to his car. and "no 
ticket was ev er issu ed for v iolating a traffic signal.” 
In all of the cases, Dickeson said, none of the 
indiv idu als was giv en the “Miranda warning,” the 
19 6 6 U.S. Su preme Cou rt ru ling req u iring police to 
warn su spects of their constitu tional rights. 
Howev er. Nebraska Atty . Gen. Clarence A H. 
Mey er said. “ A lot of people hav e the mistaken 
idea that ev ery time (a police officer) stops y ou or 
arrests y ou , he mu st giv e the Miranda warning.” 
Mey er said “all that the Miranda cases say is 
that before a statem ent made by an indiv idu al can 
be u sed against him. he mu st be giv en a Miranda 
warning." When a police officer sees a DWI v iola­ 
tion occu r, Mey er said, and there is no intention of 
u sing the DWI offender’s statem ents, then there is 
“ no point” in giv ing the warning. The officer 
makes the arrest withou t a warrant, and can testify 
in cou rt simply on the offense he saw occu r. 
Schwartzkopf objected to Dickeson’s charges, 
becau se they contain “ generalities.” bu t if 
Dickeson’s charges hav e su bstance, “we want to 
get to the bottom of it.” Meanwhile, he said, “ it’s 
easy to make allegations” and “throw darts." 
Dickeson charged that police “cru isers lie in 
w ait for p eop le leav ing th e tav erns along 
Cornhu sker Hwy . and (people) are followed u ntil 
some minor or su pposed traffic infraction occu rs so 
that they can be stopped. On occasions, they are 
giv en pat downs.” 
‘Means’ Qu estioned 
Dickeson applau ded the “ends” of su ch selec­ 
tiv e law enforcement, where traffic accident 
freq u ency is high. He q u estioned “ tav ern stake­ 
ou ts“ by police as a “ m eans” to that end. 
Schwartzkopf replied there are "m ore accidents” 
on Cornhu sker, and said Dickeson ignores the 
police objectiv e of prev enting alcohol-related traf­ 
fic deaths — 12 of 16 this y ear. 
Dickeson also objected to the police policy of 
“ the m andatory 5-10 hou rs incommu nicado” in the 
dru nk tank. 
Lincoln Attorney Ted Kessner said Omaha has 
a bond release sy stem for DWI, whereby offenders 
may post bond and driv e away dru nk. “ I wou ld ju st

Bethlehem, in the Israeli-held 


west bank of'Jordan, bristled 
with Israeli troops guarding the 
little town of thrist's birth after 
guerrilla threats to sabotage the 
festive season.. 


The Israeli army, which has 


occupied the town since it was 
captured from Jordan in 1967, 
instituted maximum security 
after a grenade attack Sunday 
against a busload of American 
pilgrims. 


Egyptian President Anwar 


Sadat says the Israeli military is 


"very keen" on regaining the 
position of strength it had before 
hte October 1973 Mideast war 
and he is concerned lest Israeli 
"miscalculation" lead to a new 
war. 


In a copyrighted interview 


published by the Chicago Daily 
News, Sadat indicated this 
justifies any new arms arrange- 
ment between Egypt and the 
Soviet Union. Soviet party chief 
Leonid Brezhnev is scheduled to 
visit Egypt in January. 


Sadat said he hoped the 


United States will "take action 
as soon as possible to defuse the 
situation in the only possible 
way — through pressures on 
Israel — and I am optimistic." 


An Egyptian 
military 


spokesman said Monday in Cairo 
he had no information about a 
reported secret visit of Soviet 
Defense Minister 
Andrei 


Grechko to Egypt. The Beirut

But the President signed into 


law 15 measures passed by 
Congress during the closing days 
of its 1974 session. 


They included bills to stiffen 


penalties for antitrust violations 
and provide a 12 per cent cost-of- 
living increase, effective Jan. 1., 
for veterans or survivors 
receiving income maintenance. 


Chatting with newsmen while 


doing paperwork in the recrea- 
tion room of his rented ski 
chalet, Ford' said, "It's kinda 
hard to re-concentrate" after a 
skiing session* on the nearby 
slopes. 


When a reporter told him he 


appeared toed, Ford replied: "I 
am." 


Press Secretary Ron Nessen 


announced the bill vetoes and 
signings while Ford was posing 
for photographers with staff 
coordinator Donald Rumsfeld. 


One veto was of a bill that 


would have permitted the 
Tennessee Valley Authority 
(TVA) to postpone rate increases 
by deferring repayment of a 
multimillion-dollar debt to the 
Treasury. 


TVA wanted to finance pollu- 


tion control equipment with the 
money it owed, but Ford said he 
could "see no basis in equity or 
in logic" for asking the nation's 
taxpayers to subsidize TVA 
power rates. 


The second veto was of a 


measure providing federal 
revenue-sharing for health 
programs. Ford complained that 
the bill topped his budget 
recommendations by more than 
$1 billion and created new health

Wis., had urged Kissinger to de- 
mand Helms'1 resignation. But 
press officer Robert Anderson 
said Kissinger has no such inten- 
tion. 


The CIA is prohibited by its 


charter from engaging in sur- 
veillance or other counter- 
intelligence activities on U.S. 
soil, even when foreign 
operatives may be involved. 


Separate hearings were vowed 


by Sen. John C. Stennis, D-Miss., 
chairman of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, and Rep. 
Lucien N. Ne^Jzi, D-Mich.. chair- 
man of the House Armed Ser- 
vices subcommittee on in- 
telligence. 


Stennis declared that "The 


CIA must strictly observe the 
limitations of its statutory 
authority. Such power does not 
include the operation of a 
domestic intelligence system." 


Stennis said he has no fears 
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that any violations are now oc- 
curring. 


According to the Times, files 


on thousands of American 
citizens were kept by a special 
unit of the CIA that reported 
directly to Helms. 


Moreover, the newspaper said, 


a review ordered by Helms' im- 
mediate successor, James R. 
Schlesinger, produced evidence 
of dozens of other unlawful ac- 
tivities dating back into the 
1950s.

Two-Faced Economy 


The Joint Economic Committee of 


Congress has concluded that the best way 
to fight inflation is to move against reces- 
sion by stimulating business activity. 


To that end, the committee proposes a 


tax cut this next year especially benefitting 
low and middle-income families, and one 
which would return between $10 billion 
and $12 billion to the economy. It is 
suggested that the tax cut would return the 
buying power of low and middle income 
taxpayers to where it stood at the end of 
1973, before double-digit inflation. 


If the prevailing view on the com- 


mittee is. that increased purchasing power 
will stimulate production which in turn will 
lower prices, Congress may as well give it a 
try. All indicators and estimates are that 
conditions have not bottomed out yet and 
that both recession and inflation will be 
eating away at the economy for at least 12 
to 18 more months. Perhaps an income tax 
cut will be a useful remedy. The economic 
leadership in Congress as represented on 
the joint committee can be and should be 
expected to put together a tax cut package 
which can start through the mill when the 
new Congress convenes in three weeks. 


But while recommending an income 


tax cut which would benefit low and 
middle-income people, the joint economic 
committee has also suggested a possible 
26$ increase in the federal tax on gasoline, 
with the hopes of reducing petroleum con- 
sumption by 8% to 10% the first year. We'll 
have to hear more about that proposal, 
because without some sort of rebate or ad- 
ditional income tax advantage, it will 


amount to a kick in the stomach for low 
and middle-income people. 


People are not going to quit using their 


private automobiles and trucks, move to 
whatever public transportation is available 
or change their driving habits cold turkey. 
They will have to be weaned away. 


It seems to us that the leaders in 


Congress or the administration who talk 
about raising the price of gasoline by 
.almost 30<t a gallon must be urban- 
oriented, from areas where intracity and 
intercity public transportation modes are 
efficient and traditional and where people 
don't have to travel great distances in their 
private cars as a matter of course in their 
daily lives. 


The comparison with much higher gas 


prices in other nations is not really relevant 
in our opinion, because in some of those 
nations always mentioned, it doesn't take 
much more time than a long lunch hour to 
drive from one end to the other. 


Out here in this part of the United 


States, where there is still miles and miles 
of countryside between towns, where the 
intracity bus service gets better but is not 
good enough, where getting better airline 
service is as easy as squeezing blood from a 
turnip, where the passenger trains save 
the one Amtrak route don't run any more 
and the buses don't want to, private 
transportation is important. We had better 
see some sort of break for the lower- 
income people who depend on their own 
cars and some hope for improved public 
transportation before we are asked to pay 
European or Israeli prices for gasoline. 


We Almost Lost It' 


A weekend story in The New York 


Times told of a "massive, illegal domestic 
intelligence operation" carried out by the 
Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) in viola- 
tion of its charter. The CIA, The Times, 
said, spied on political dissidents and anti- 
war activists right here at home. Some ac- 
tivities of that type started in the late 1950s, 
it was alleged, picked up during the middle 
'60s and came to a head during the 
notorious administration of Richard Nixon. 


That is not surprising. 
Some past and present CIA officials 


deny that the activities took place, at least 
to the extent reported by The Times. Other 
CIA types tactily admit to the past ac- 
tivities by claiming they are no longer prac- 
ticed. 


President Ford has asked for a report 


on CIA domestic intelligence activities and 
he has publicly sworn that nothing like that 


will ever happen while he is president. It is 
hoped he keeps his pledge and that one of 
the priorities of his administration is 
keeping a tight rein on the various securi- 
ty agencies and a watchful eye on any 
governmental intrusion into private life. 


Nixon's well-documented hatred of 


political dissent, especially thai aimed at 
his war policy, lends credibility to The 
Times report. A massive domestic spying 
operation would be entirely consistent with 
his suspicious attitudes toward the 
American people and his concept of power. 


Sen. Lowell Weicker of Connecticut 


commented once during the Watergate 
mess that "we almost lost it," meaning our 
free, democratic, constitutional system. 
We did come uncomfortably close to falling 
victim to a fascist-type dictatorship and 
we'll bet more will be learned about that as 
time goes by.

To Your Good Health 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have heard that a 


person with high blood pressure should not eat 
cheese when taking medication. Is this correct? 
- Mr. E.A.N. 


When stated flatly like that, no, it is not cor- 


rect. 


With some medications, eating certain 


types of cheese causes a sudden rise in blood 
pressure — which, of course, is precisely what 
you don't want to happen. 


However, there are few such medications 


and, as you might easily suspect, physicians 
avoid using them for patients with high blood 
pressure. There are, after all, plenty of others 
which do not involve that problem. 


The cheeses which have that characteristic 


are the "cured" ones, with a high concentration 
of amino acids and tyramine. Cheddar is the one 
in particular to avoid under those cir- 
cumstances. Some other items need to be 
avoided with those particular medications, such 
as chicken liver, pickled herring, chocolate, 
beer and wines of the sherry and chianti type. 


However this does not apply to the average 


"American" cheese or cottage cheese 


So there's the story — but I wouldn't brood 


about it, because the medications that can be 
troublesome just aren't often prescribed. Or if, 
for some unusual reason, one of them is, then 
the doctor will give specific instructions as to 
what to avoid. 


For practical purposes, the answer is no, 


there is no reason for a person to avoid all 
cheese just because of being on blood pressure 
medication.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have been taking 


medication for nearly five years to get rid of 
excess water. In the last six months I have had 
kidney infections twice and asked the doctor if 
the medication would cause the infection. He 
said no. I don't know what to think and would 
appreciate your comment. — Mrs. F. H. E. 


Accept your doctor's answer at face value, 


because these diuretic (anti-fluid) medications 
do not cause kidney infection. Kidney infections 
are not at all uncommon, and it is human nature 
to try to find some handy explanation, but in 


the small society 


this case you are jumping to the wrong conclu- 
sion.

Note to Mrs. E. N.: You've been misin- 


formed, at least to some extent. Leukoplakia 
(whitish, thickening patches on a mucous sur- 
face, as in the mouth or on the lip can be 
treated, by removing them surgically. 
Leukoplakia can develop into cancer, and if not 
removed, should be examined from time to 
time. Removal of the irritant — smoking, 
chewing tobacco, jagged teeth — helps.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: My baby has a 


hemangioma on her lip and chin. It bled 
profusely at first, but the doctor burned it three 
times with dry ice. It was very red at first but is 
white now and smaller. I would like some infor- 
mation about this. — Mrs. J. A. 


A hemangioma or "birth mark" is an un- 


usual formation of tiny blood vessels which, in 
this case, accounts for the bleeding. (Not all of 
them bleed, however.) 


Generally speaking, there are two types of 


hemangioma. One type can enlarge at first but 
then gradually becomes smaller and often dis- 
appears entirely. The other type does not show 
any change in size. 


The dry-ice treatment has stopped the 


bleeding in this case, and the mark is fading. 
Hence nothing more need be done — most 
marks of this type disappear by the time the 
child is 4 or 5. 


If a hemangioma is of the type that will not 


disappear spontaneously, there are various ways 
of removing it (plastic surgery, radiation, dry 
ice, etc) which your doctor can discuss with you 
if it is necessary. If the mark will disappear by 
itself, so much the better. 


Since such marks often are around the face, 


parents naturally are quite concerned. They 
deserve a good deal of reassurance that in many 
cases no treatment is necessary. They also 
should be told when a hemangioma obviously is 
not going to vanish automatically, so plans can 
be made for removal while the child is still 
young.

Schultze has given the same ad- 
vice to the Senate Budget Com- 
mittee., - 


Treasury Secretary William 


Simon and Alan Greenspan, 


• chairman of 'the Council of 


Economic Advisers, apparently 
are not as yet convinced that 
stimulus is needed. Why other 
economists disagree is well il- 
lustrated by an example Schultze 
cited: 


Already, he said, the economy 


has slipped so far that if stimulus 
could produce an upturn by 1975, 
and the 
economy then grew 


steadily at the swift rate of 7% 
annually, it still would be the 
last quarter of 1978 before un- 
employment could be reduced to 
5% of the labor force. 


Unemployment in November 


was at 6.5%. Some economists 
think it may rise to 8% or higher 
in the coming year. Ken Bannon, 
vice-president of the U.A.W., 
said last week that in the hard- 
hit automobile industry, "It's a 
depression, that's for sure."

Yet, the consumer price index 


rose 0.9% in November, leaving 
the cost of living more than 12% 
higher than it was at the end of 
November, 1973. "Real income 
was down 6.2% in the same 12 
months. Inflation obviously is 


still at hand, with prices rising in 
November for food (up nearly 
1.5%), particularly sugar, 
clothing, natural gas and almost 
everything else but gasoline. 
And the dilemma is that 
measures to start the economy 
and put people back to work will 
also have an inflationary effect, 
while stern measures to fight in- 
flation will further depress the 
economy and put people out of 
work.

The economists who opt for 


stimulus are therefore choosing 
the lesser evil. They believe that 
economic activity has slumped 
to such a degree and unemploy- 
ment has risen at such a rate that 
recession poses a much greater 
immediate threat than inflation. 
Schultze, for example, said in an 
interview that if putting the na- 
tion "through a wringer" to cure 
inflation produced 8% un- 
employment, "that's just not 
socially acceptable." Other anti- 
inflation tools, including wage 
and price controls, were 
preferable, in his view. But a 
stimulus in the general range of 
$20 billion to $25 billion would 
put people back to work and 
keep others working, Schultze 
said, without undue inflationary 
impact next year. He conceded 
that, if long sustained, such 
economic stimulus would be 
highly inflationary, 
and 


therefore suggested that some 
part of the tax cut he proposed 
should be temporary. 


Most economists who 


recommended a stimulus 
appeared to favor a tax cut over 
more federal spending, although 
their detailed statements were 
not made public. Assuming 
quick congressional action, a tax 
cut more speedily affects the 


economy than any spending 
program possibly can; a big 
public works program might 
have no real economic impact 
for a year and a half. Just as im- 
portant, a tax cut can be "turned 
off" quickly when no longer 
needed — while federal spen- 
ding programs tend to go on> 
forever. Therefore a tax cut is 
more attractive to those who 
want quick stimulus on a tem- 
porary basis.

Even that land of stimulus ob- 


viously is going, to be hard to 
swallow for a President who 
entered office proclaiming infla- 
tion "Public Enemy No. 1" and 
who as recently as October was 
recommending a tax increase for 
all but the lowest income group. 
Since that recommendation has 
been ignored by Congress, and 
since the economic slump has 
swiftly worsened since then, ad- 
ministration officials now fear 
the budget being prepared for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1976, may akeady have to show a 
deficit of about $35 billion. 


A tax cut on the order of $20 


billion would run that deficit to 
$55 billion on paper, although 
the economic stimulus of the 
reduction should take hold 
quickly enough to improve 1976 
tax revenues over those that can 
now be expected. But with or 
without the tax cut, President 
Ford's first budget probably is 
going to show the largest 
peacetime deficit in history. 


That is not a happy prospect 


for him, with his commitment to 
fight inflation. But if an 
economic stimulus now puts 
people back to work and gets the 
economy on the rise, he need 
scarcely fear the political result 
in 1976.

Storm In The Glass Menagerie

PARIS - When the United Nations 


General Assembly wound up, it left 
behind considerable 
diplomatic 


wreckage. In good log-rolling tradition, 
Moscow, Peking, the Arabs and the un- 
derdeveloped states traded votes and 
brought in a series of decisions that 
rattled every window in the glass 
menagerie. Bruised in the process were 
Israel, South Africa and the United States 
— plus a careful built-up body of tradi- 
tion. 


In a sense, the trouble started back in 


1946 when the decision was taken on the 
location of the body's headquarters. Per- 
sonally I argued several times with 
Secretary of State Stettinius and his depu- 
ty on the U.S. delegation, Adlai Steven- 
son, that it was folly to seat the U.N. in 
America — or, for somewhat comparable 
reasons, in Russia. 


I suggested that an entirely circular 


tower headquarters be constructed in the 
heart of ravaged Berlin and that the 
former German captial should be left in 
ruins for a mile all around. Then, 
whenever statesmen disagreed, they had 
only to walk out on a balcony to see what 
arguments produced. 


It seemed obvious to me that Berlin 


was likewise a strategically sensible 


center, close to the ideological divide 
between the world's power blocs. My 
idea was never seriously considered. It 
was explained that it was essential to 
have the U.N. in the United States to en- 
courage American public interest and 
avoid a recurrence of isolationism.

In those days Israel didn't pose a 


problem because it didn't exist, and 
South Africa was still under a relatively 
more liberal government than that which 
subsequently developed. Only a small 
portion of the third-world lands had yet 
achieved independence and joined the 
U.N. 


Russia (although it had three votes — 


its own, Ukraine and Byelorussia) was in 
an uncomfortable minority. The U.S. was 
not just a superpower; it was the 
monopower of the earth. 


This situation was reflected in 1950 


when the U.N. followed Washington's 
lead and banded together against North 
Korea's invasion of the South (after a silly 
Soviet diplomatic lapse). What had been 
going on at this assembly was, one might 
say, Moscow's quiet revenge for what 
went on at its expense in 1950. 


The purpose of the U.N. Charter is to 


insure majority rule while, through the 
device of a security council, restraining it 
\ 


from interfering in the private affairs of 
individual nations. The concept was to 
have five permanent council members 
who, together with rotating members, 
could protect each other's friends or 
clients from such interference. But 
Assembly President Bouteflika, an 
Algerian, simply beat the rules and gave 
the assembly more power than it is sup- 
posed to have.

Hamstringing Israel in the U.N. and 


virtually blackballing it from UNESCO 
while suspending South Africa and viging 
the Palestine Liberation Organization 
what is tantamount to membership 
penalized not only Israel and South Africa 
but also the United States. And the fact 
that Americans pay a far larger share of 
the U.N. 's bills than anyone else and even 
finance (through foreign aid) the 
presence of many member delegations is 
ignored. 


But this isn't the crux of the matter. 


The crux is that an amorphous but con- 
trolling bloc of votes — armed with new 
authority under Bouteflika's rules — 
could attempt again to impose its 
emotional prejudices on the world. There 
it won't succeed; but it might destroy 
U.N. 


If the U.N. is allowed to function accor-

ding to uninhibited bias, why shouldn't it 
end up some day including the P.L.O. But 
not Israel (like China and Taiwan); North 
Korea but not South Korea; North Viet- 
nam without South Vietnam; maybe even 
East Germany without West Germany? 
Further rule-bending is all that's needed.

Why shouldn't the whites be voted out 


of Rhodesia? Then out of South Africa? 
Or out of New Zealand and Australia?

Russians and the Chinese until an 
assembly, giddy with success, decides to 
vote the former out of Central Asiasnd 
the latter out of Tibet.

A weekend sto ry in The New Yo rk 
Tim es to ld o f a “ massiv e, illegal do m estic 
intelligence o p eratio n” carried o u t by the 
Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) in v io la­ 
tio n o f its charter.

Other 
CIA ty p es taetily adm it to the p ast ac­ 
tiv ities by claim ing they are no lo nger p rac­ 
ticed. 
President Fo rd has asked fo r a rep o rt 
o n CIA do m estic intelligence activ ities and 
he has p u blicly swo rn that no thing like that 


will ev er hap p en while he is p resident. It is 
ho p ed he keep s his p ledge and that o ne o f 
the p rio rities o f his adm inistratio n is 
keep ing a tight rein o n the v ario u s secu ri­ 
ty agencies and a watchfu l ey e o n any 
go v ernm ental intru sio n into p riv ate life. 
Nix o n’s well-do cu mented hatred o f 
p o litical dissent, esp ecially that aim ed at 
his w ar p o licy , lends credibility to The 
Times rep o rt. A massiv e do m estic sp y ing 
o p eratio n wo u ld be entirely co nsistent with 
his su sp icio u s a ttitu d e s to w ard the 
American p eo p le and his co ncep t o f p o wer. 
Sen. Lo well Weicker o f Co nnecticu t 
co m m ented o nce du ring the W atergate 
mess that “we alm o st lo st it,” meaning o u r 
free, dem o cratic, co nstitu tio nal sy stem. 
We did co m e u nco m fo rtably clo se to falling 
v ictim to a fascist-ty p e dictato rship and 
w e'll bet m o re will be learned abo u t that as 
tim e go es by .

Dea r Dr. Tho steso n: I ha v e hea rd tha t a 
perso n with high blo o d pressure sho uld no t ea t 
cheese when ta king medica tio n. Is this co rrect? 
- Mr E.A.N. 


When stated flatly like that, no , it is no t co r­ 
rect 
With so me medicatio ns, eating certain 
ty p es o f cheese cau ses a su dden rise in blo o d 
p ressu re — which, o f co u rse, is p recisely what 
y o u do n’t want to hap p en. 
Ho wev er, there are few su ch medicatio ns 
and. as y o u might easily su sp ect, p hy sicians 
av o id u sing them fo r p atients with high blo o d 
p ressu re. There are, after all, p lenty o f o thers 
which do no t inv o lv e that p ro blem 
The cheeses which hav e that characteristic 
are the “cu red" o nes, with a high co ncentratio n 
o f ammo acids and ty ramine. Cheddar is the o ne 
in p articu lar to av o id u nder tho se cir­ 
cu mstances. So me o ther items need to be 
av o ided with tho se p articu lar medicatio ns, su ch 
as chicken liv er, p ickled herring, cho co late, 
beer and wines o f the sherry and chianti ty p e. 
Ho wev er this do es no t ap p ly to the av erage 
“American” cheese o r co ttage cheese. 
So there’s the sto ry — bu t I wo u ldn’t bro o d 
abo u t it, becau se the medicatio ns that can be 
tro u bleso me ju st aren't o ften p rescribed Or if, 
fo r so me u nu su al reaso n, o ne o f them is, then 
the do cto r will giv e sp ecific instru ctio ns as to 
what to av o id. 
Fo r p ractical p u rp o ses, the answer is no , 
there is no reaso n fo r a p erso n to av o id all 
cheese ju st becau se o f being o n blo o d p ressu re 
medicatio n.

A hemangio ma o r “birth mark" is an u n­ 
u su al fo rmatio n o f tiny blo o d v essels which, in 
this case, acco u nts fo r the bleeding. (No t all o f 
them bleed, ho wev er) 
Generally sp eaking, there are two ty p es o f 
hemangio ma. One ty p e can enlarge at first bu t 
then gradu ally beco mes smaller and o ften dis­ 
ap p ears entirely . The o ther ty p e do es no t sho w 
any change in size. 
The dry -ice treatment has sto p p ed the 
bleeding in this case, and the mark is fading. 
Hence no thing mo re need be do ne — mo st 
marks o f this ty p e disap p ear by the time the 
child is 4 o r 5. 
If a hemangio ma is o f the ty p e that will no t 
disap p ear sp o ntaneo u sly , there are v ario u s way s 
o f remo v ing it (p lastic su rgery , radiatio n, dry 
ice. etc.) which y o u r do cto r can discu ss with y o u 
if it is necessary . If the mark will disap p ear by 
itself, so mu ch the better. 
Since su ch marks o ften are aro u nd the face, 
p arents natu rally are q u ite co ncerned. They 
deserv e a go o d deal o f reassu rance that in many 
cases no treatment is necessary . They also 
sho u ld be to ld when a hemangio ma o bv io u sly is 
no t go ing to v anish au to matically , so p lans can 
be made fo r remo v al while the child is still 
y o u ng.

them; then fowl, then the goose, 
and then the turkey, which must 
be large; season them all well 
first, and lay them in the crust so 
as it will look like a whole 
turkey; then have a hare ready 
cased, and wiped with a clean 
cloth.

Two-Faced Economy 


The Joint Economic Committee of 


Congress has concluded that the best way 
to fight inflation is to move against reces- 
sion by stimulating business activity. 


To that end, the committee proposes a 


tax cut this next year especially benefitting 
low and middle-income families, and one 
which would return between $10 billion 
and $12 billion to the economy. It is 
suggested that the tax cut would return the 
buying power of low and middle income 
taxpayers to where it stood at the end of 
1973, before double-digit inflation. 


If the prevailing view on the com- 


mittee is, that increased purchasing power 
will stimulate production which in turn will 
lower prices, Congress may as well give it a 
try. All indicators and estimates are that 
conditions have not bottomed out yet and 
that both recession and inflation will be 
eating away at the economy for at least 12 
to 18 more months. Perhaps an income tax 
cut will be a useful remedy. The economic 
leadership in Congress as represented on 
the joint committee can be and should be 
expected to put together a tax cut package 
which can start through the mill when the 
new Congress convenes in three weeks. 


But while recommending an income 


tax cut which would benefit low and 
middte-income people, the joint economic 
committee has also suggested a possible 
26<f increase in the federal tax on gasoline, 
with the hopes of reducing petroleum con- 
sumption by 8% to 10% the first year. We'll 
have to hear more about that proposal, 
because without some sort of rebate or ad- 
ditional income tax advantage, it will 


amount to a kick in the stomach for low 
and middle-income people. 


People are not going to quit using their 


private automobiles and trucks, .move to 
whatever public transportation is available 
or change their driving habits cold turkey. 
They will have to be weaned away. 


It seems to us that the leaders in 


Congress or the administration who talk 
about raising the price of gasoline by 
.almost 30<f a gallon must be urban- 
oriented, from areas where intracity and 
intercity public transportation modes are 
efficient and traditional and where people 
don't have to travel great distances in their 
private cars as a matter of course in their 
daily lives. 


The comparison with much higher gas 


prices in other nations is not really relevant 
in our opinion, because in some of those 
nations always mentioned, it doesn't take 
much more time than a long lunch hour to 
drive from one end to the Other. 


Out here in this part of the United 


States, where there is still miles and miles 
of countryside between towns, where the 
intracity bus service gets better but is not 
good enough, where getting better airline 
service is as easy as squeezing blood from a 
turnip, where the passenger trains save 
the one Amtrak route don't run any more 
and the buses don't want to, private 
transportation is important. We had better 
see some sort of break for the lower- 
income people who depend on their own 
cars and some hope for improved public 
transportation before we are asked to pay 
European or Israeli prices for gasoline. 


'We Almost Lost It' 


A weekend story in The New York 


Times told of a "massive, illegal domestic 
intelligence operation" carried out by the 
Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) in viola- 
tion of its charter. The CIA, The Times, 
said, spied on political dissidents and anti- 
war activists right here at home. Some ac- 
tivities of that type started in the late 1950s, 
it was alleged, picked up during the middle 
'60s and came to a head during the 
notorious administration of Richard Nixon. 


That is not surprising. 
Some past and present CIA officials 


deny that the activities took place, at least 
to the extent reported by The Times. Other 
CIA types tactily admit to the past ac- 
tivities by claiming they are no longer prac- 
ticed. 


President Ford has asked for a report 


on CIA domestic intelligence activities and 
he has publicly sworn that nothing like that 


will ever happen while he is president. It is 
hoped he keeps his pledge and that one of 
the priorities of his administration is 
keeping a tight rein on the various securi- 
ty agencies and a watchful eye on any 
governmental intrusion into private life. 


Nixon's well-documented hatred of 


political dissent, especially thai aimed at 
his war policy, lends credibility to The 
Times report. A massive domestic spying 
operation would be entirely consistent with 
his suspicious attitudes toward the 
American people and his concept of power. 


Sen. Lowell Weicker of Connecticut 


commented once during the Watergate 
mess that "we almost lost it," meaning our 
free, democratic, constitutional system. 
We did come uncomfortably close to falling 
victim to a fascist-type dictatorship and 
we'll bet more will be learned about that as 
time goes by.

To Your Good Health 


Dear-Dr. Thosteson: I have heard that a 


person with high blood pressure should not eat 
cheese when taking medication. Is this correct? 
- Mr. E.A.N. 


When stated flatly like that, no, it is not cor- 


rect. 


With some medications, eating certain 


types of cheese causes a sudden rise in blood 
pressure — which, of course, is precisely what 
you don't want to happen. 


However, there are few such medications 


and, as you might easily suspect, physicians 
avoid using them for patients with high blood 
pressure. There are, after all, plenty of others 
which do not involve that problem. 


The cheeses which have that characteristic 


are the "cured" ones, with a high concentration 
of amino acids and tyramine. Cheddar is the one 
in particular to avoid under those cir- 
cumstances. Some other items need to be 
avoided with those particular medications, such 
as chicken liver, pickled herring, chocolate, 
beer and wines of the sherry and chianti type. 


However this does not apply to the average 


"American" cheese or cottage cheese. 


So there's the story — but I wouldn't brood 


about it, because the medications that can be 
troublesome just aren't often prescribed. Or if, 
for some unusual reason, one of them is, then 
the doctor will give specific instructions as to 
what to avoid. 


For practical purposes, the answer is no, 


there is no reason for a person to avoid all 
cheese just because of being on blood pressure 
medication.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have been taking 


medication for nearly five years to get rid of 
excess water. In the last six months I have had 
kidney infections twice and asked the doctor if 
the medication would cause the infection. He 
said no. I don't know what to think and would 
appreciate your comment. — Mrs. F. H. E. 


Accept your doctor's answer at face value, 


because these diuretic (anti-fluid) medications 
do not cause kidney infection. Kidney infections 
are not at all uncommon, and it is human nature 
to try to find some handy explanation, but in 


the small society 


this case you are jumping to the wrong conclu- 
sion.

Note to Mrs. E. N.: You've been misin- 


formed, at least to some extent. Leukoplakia 
(whitish, thickening patches on a mucous sur- 
face, as in the mouth or on the lip can be 
treated, by removing them surgically. 
Leukoplakia can develop into cancer, and if not 
removed, should be' examined from time to 
time. Removal of the irritant — smoking, 
chewing tobacco, jagged teeth — helps.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: My baby has a 


hemangioma on her lip and chin. It bled 
profusely at first, but the doctor burned it three 
times with dry ice. It was very red at first but is 
white now and smaller. I would like some infor- 
mation about this. — Mrs. J. A. 


A hemangioma or "birth mark" is an un- 


usual formation of tiny blood vessels which, in 
this case, accounts for the bleeding. (Not all of 
them bleed, however.) 


Generally speaking, there are two types of 


hemangioma. One type can enlarge at first but 
then gradually becomes smaller and often dis- 
appears entirely. The other type does not show 
any change in size. 


The dry-ice treatment has stopped the 


bleeding in this case, and the mark is fading. 
Hence nothing more need be done — most 
marks of this type disappear by the time the 
child is 4 or 5. 


If a hemangioma is of the type that will not 


disappear spontaneously, there are various ways 
of removing it (plastic surgery, radiation, dry 
ice, etc.) which your doctor can discuss with you 
if it is necessary. If the mark will disappear by 
itself, so much the better. 


Since such marks often are around the face, 


parents naturally are quite concerned. They 
deserve a good deal of reassurance that in many 
cases no treatment is necessary. They also 
should be told when a hemangioma obviously is 
not going to vanish automatically, so plans can 
be made for removal while the child is still 
young.

Economic Advisers, apparently 
are not as yet convinced that 
stimulus is needed. Why other 
economists disagree is well il- 
lustrated by an example Schultze 
cited: 


Already, he said, the economy 


has slipped so far that if stimulus 
could produce an upturn by 1975, 
and the 
economy then grew 


steadily at the swift rate of 7% 
annually, it still would be the 
last quarter of 1978 before un- 
employment could be reduced to 
5% of the labor force. 


Unemployment in November 


was at 6.5%. Some economists 
think it may rise to 8% or higher 
in the coming year. Ken Bannon, 
vice-president of the U.A.W., 
said last week that in the hard- 
hit automobile industry, "It's a 
depression, that's for sure."

Yet, the consumer price index 


rose 0.9% in November, leaving, 
the cost of living more than 12% 
higher than it was at the end of 
November, 1973. "Real income 
was down 6.2% in the same 12 
months. Inflation obviously is 


still at hand, with prices rising in 
November for food (up nearly 
1.5%), particularly sugar, 
clothing, natural gas and almost 
everything else but gasoline. 
And the dilemma is that 
measures to start the economy 
and put people back to work will 
also have an inflationary effect, 
while stern measures to fight in- 
flation will further depress the 
economy and put people out of 
work.

The economists who opt for 


stimulus are therefore choosing 
the lesser evil. They believe that 
economic activity has slumped 
to such a degree and unemploy- 
ment has risen at such a rate that 
recession poses a much greater 
immediate threat than inflation. 
Schultze, for example, said in an 
interview that if putting the na- 
tion "through a wringer" to cure 
inflation produced 8% un- 
employment, "that's just not 
socially acceptable." Other anti- 
inflation tools, including wage 
and price controls, were 
preferable, in his view. But a 
stimulus in the general range of 
$20 billion to $25 billion would 
put people back to work and 
keep others working, Schultze 
said, without undue inflationary 
impact next year. He conceded 
that, if long sustained, such 
economic stimulus would be 
highly inflationary, and 
therefore suggested that some 
part of the tax cut he proposed 
should be temporary. 


Most economists who 


recommended 
a stimulus 


appeared to favor a tax cut over 
more federal spending, although 
their detailed statements were 
not made public. Assuming 
quick congressional action, a tax 
cut more speedily affects the 


economy than any spending 
program possibly can; a big 
public works program might 
have no real economic impact 
for a year and a half. Just as im- 
portant, a tax cut can be "turned 
off" 
quickly when no longer 


needed — while federal spen- 
ding programs tend to go 
forever. Therefore a tax cut is 
more attractive to those who 
want quick stimulus on a tem- 
porary basis.

Even that kind of stimulus ob- 


viously is going-to be hard to 
swallow for a President who 
entered office proclaiming infla- 
tion "Public Enemy No. 1" and 
who as recently as October was 
recommending a tax increase for 
all but the lowest income group. 
Since that recommendation has 
been ignored by Congress, and 
since the economic slump has 
swiftly worsened since then, ad- 
ministration officials now fear 
the budget being prepared for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1976, may already have to show a 
deficit of about $35 billion. 


A tax cut on the order of $20 


billion would run that deficit to 
$55 billion on paper, although 
the economic stimulus of the 
reduction should take hold 
quickly enough to improve 1976 
tax revenues over those that can 
now be expected. But with or 
without the tax cut, President 
Ford's first budget probably is 
going to show the largest 
peacetime deficit in history. 


That is not a happy prospect 


for him, with his commitment to 
fight inflation. But if an 
economic stimulus now puts 
people back to work and gets the 
economy on the rise, he need 
scarcely fear the political result 
in 1976.

PARIS — When the United Nations 


General Assembly wound up, it left 
behind considerable 
diplomatic 


wreckage. In good log-rolling tradition, 
Moscow, Peking, the Arabs and the un- 
derdeveloped states traded votes and 
brought in a series of decisions that 
rattled ev.ery window in the glass 
menagerie. Braised in the process were 
Israel, South Africa and the United States 
— plus a careful built-up body of tradi- 
tion. 


In a sense, the trouble started back in 


1946 when the decision was taken on the 
location of the body's headquarters. Per- 
sonally I argued several times with 
Secretary of State Stettinius and his depu- 
ty on the U.S. delegation, Adlai Steven- 
son, that it was folly to seat the U.N. in 
America — or, for somewhat comparable 
reasons, in Russia. 


I suggested that an entirely circular 


tower headquarters be constructed in the 
heart of ravaged Berlin and that the 
former German captial should be left in 
ruins for a mile all around. Then, 
whenever statesmen disagreed, they had 
only to walk out on a balcony to see what 
arguments produced. 


It seemed obvious to me that Berlin 


was likewise a strategically sensible 


center, close to the ideological divide 
between the world's power blocs. My 
idea was never seriously considered. It 
was explained that it was essential to 
have the U.N. in the United States to en- 
courage American public interest and 
avoid a recurrence of isolationism.

In those days Israel didn't pose a 


problem because it didn't exist, and 
South Africa was still under a relatively 
more liberal government than that which 
subsequently developed. Only a small 
portion of the third-world lands had yet 
achieved independence and joined the 
U.N. 


Russia (although it had three votes — 


its own, Ukraine and Byelorussia) was in 
an uncomfortable minority. The U.S. was 
not just a superpower; it was the 
monopower of the earth. 


This situation was reflected in 1950 


when the U.N. followed Washington's 
lead and banded together against North 
Korea's invasion of the South (after a silly 
Soviet diplomatic lapse). What had been 
going on at this assembly was, one might 
say, Moscow's quiet revenge for what 
went on at its expense in 1950. 


The purpose of the U.N. Charter is to 


insure majority rule while, through the 
device of a security council, restraining it 
\ 


from interfering in the private affairs of 
individual nations. The concept was to 
have five permanent council members 
who, together with rotating members, 
could protect each other's friends or 
clients from such interference. But 
Assembly President Bouteflika, an 
Algerian, simply beat the rules and gave 
the assembly more power than it is sup- 
posed to have.

Frem ont (A P ) — Des­ 
pite a vote to the contrary, 
Fremont’s Archbishop Bergan 
High School will remain open, 
and St. Patrick’s Elementary 
School will close its doors this 
spring after more than 50 years 
in operation. 
The decision to keep the high 
school open, and to close the 
elementary school was jointly 
announced Monday by St. 
Patrick’s parish pastor, the Rev. 
James Fitzgerald, and William 
Kunce, president of the parish's 
school board. 
The announcement followed 
closely a weekend announce­ 
ment by Bishop John J. Sullivan 
of the Grand Island Catholic 
Diocese that two Grand Island 
elementary schools would be 
closed there at the end of the 
school year. 
The Fremont parish will 
operate its school for grades 
seven through 12 for the 1975-76 
school year, eliminating the 
elementary grades. 
Elementary students will be 
assimilated into Fremont’s 
public school system. 
Cu tb ack Req u ired 
Creditors asked St. Patrick's 
school which has had financial 
difficulties for four years, to 
balance the budget for the 1975- 
76 school year. Officials decided 
that the only way to balance the 
budget whould be to cut back, 
either at the elementary or high 
school level, so the issue was put 
to the parish last month. 
The vote was 625 for the 
elimination of the high school 
and the retention of the elemen­ 
tary grades. 509 for retention of 
the high school, and 137 votes for 
eliminating the entire parochial 
system altogether. 
However, in the interim, two 
special enrollment sessions 
were conducted to see how 
many students would attend 
grades one through eight, or 
grades seven through 12, and 
who would be willing to pay the 
higher tuition rates. 
During the sign-ups, 276 of 
about 400 students were enrolled 
in grades one through eight for 
next year at an estimated tuition 
rate of $220 per student, about 
twice as much as is currently 
being charged The second sign­ 
up showed that 290 students 
would attend high school grades 
at a tuition rate of $395 per stu­ 
dent. also nearly double the 
current rate. 
Pre pa ra tions 
Frem ont Public School 
Superintendent Lloyd Sexton 
said the public school system is 
already attempting to prepare 


for the additional 400 to 425 
students expected with the 
elimination of St. Patrick’s. 
“ We have been kept informed 
of what has been happening 
and we are beginning to work 
out wavs to cope with the ad­ 
ditional students,” Sexton said. 
Father Fitzgerald said the 
decision to close St. Patrick’s 
was a “ difficult" one, but that he 
feels that with "the strong sup­ 
port from the parish, it will be 
the best decision. We can carry 
on successfully.” 
Father Fitzgerald also pointed 
out that other parochial systems 
have followed the same path, 
most notably Grand Island, 
which over the past weekend an­ 
nounced that its two elementary 
schools will be closed in favor of 
retaining Grand Island Central 
Catholic High School. 
Meanwhile, in Grand Island 
public school officials said the 
closing of the two elementary 
Catholic elementary schools 
would tax the public system, but 
Supt. Cliff Dale expressed ap­ 
preciation that the diocese had 


announced its decision early 
enough to allow the public 
schools time to adjust. 
Ad d itio n al Cost’ 
Dale said, “ There is no way to 
absorb that many students 
without additional costs, but he 
said new construction and three 
years of declining enrollment 
will lessen the pressure and 
eight mobile classrooms will be 
available to alleviate overcrow­ 
ding problems. 


Father James Dawson, 
superintendent of schools in the 
Lincoln Diocese of southern 
Nebraska, said Monday no 
Catholic schools south of the 
Platte River will be closed. 


Father Dawson said the 
Catholic schools’ solid financial 
status is a result of the diocesan 
development program begun in 
1971 to raise funds for special 
needs, including anticipated 
budget shortcomings 
for 
Catholic education 
He cited 
strong support of the program by 
Catholics in the Lincoln Diocese.

'Leaps And Bounds' 


"It just grew by leaps and bounds," Wolff 


remembers, and soon he bought his own building. 


"It was just a lucky break that I went into business 


when I did," says the pioneer cycle shop owner who 
began a gradual retirement six years ago. 


"I got in at the right time and I got out at the right 


time." Competition is so keen now, Wolff says, that only 
big businesses can keep going. "A small cycle merchant 
hasn't got a chance, as far as I'm concerned." 


But it wasn't always that way. Through the years, 


Wolff sold and serviced more than 100,000 bikes, scooters 
and motorcycles. 


Looking back, Wolff thinks he was successful 


"because I made every customer a friend." 


And Wolff extended his friendship beyond the shop 


by planning youth activities for the Elks Club and the 
American Legion for many years.

known English cookbook is Han- 
nah Glasse's modestly titled 
"The Art of Cookery, Made 
Plain and Easy: Which Far 
Exceeds Any Thing of the Kind 
Ever Published." 


Recently, in the midst of this 


glad and festive yuletide season, 
we thumbed through the volume 
once more to reread Mrs. 
Glasse's recipe for "A Yorkshire 
Christmas Pie," and reprint it 
forthwith. We hasten to add that 
it requires a very large oven. 


"First," the author tells us, 


"make a good standing crust, let 
the wall and bottom be very 
thick; bone a turkey, a goose, a 
fowl, a partridge and a pigeon. 
Season them all very well, take 
half an ounce of mace, half an 
ounce of nutmeg, a quarter of an 
ounce of cloves, and half an 
ounce of black pepper, all beat 
fine together, two large 
tablespoons of fat, and then mix 
them together. 


"Open the fowls all down the 


back, and bone them; first the 
pigeon, then the partridge, cover 
them; then fowl, then the goose, 
and then the turkey, which must 
be large; season them all well 
first, and lay them m the crust so 
as it will look like a whole 
turkey; then have a hare ready 
cased, and wiped with a clean 
cloth. 


"Cut it to pieces, that is, joint 


it; season it, and lay it as close as 
you can on one side; and on the 
other side woodcocks, moor- 
game, and what sort of wildfowl 
you can get Season them well, 
and lay them close; put at least 
four pounds of butter into the 
pie, then lay on your lid, which 
must be a very thick one, and let 
it be well-baked. It must have a 
very hot oven and will take at 
least four hours. 


"This crust will take a bushel 


of flour. In this chapter you will 
see how to make it. These pies 
are often sent to London in a box 
as presents; therefore the walls 
must be well built."

Gabe was called as a witness 
as defense attorneys Monday 
continued efforts to prove that, 
according to Sioux oral history, 
the signers of the Fort Laramie 
Treaty of 1868 were not giving up 
sovereignty over their land when 


they signed the treaty. 
Told To Remember 
She testified that holy men 
and her father told her she 
should remember the Sioux oral 
history because it is “our future 
and our way of life.” 
According to that oral history, 
Gabe said, the Sioux were to 
have the traditional tribal 
government as agreed by the

ment. 
She also said “I feel the United 
States should honor the treaty 
and not take our boys to court.”

Thin Elk Called 
Another witness called to 
testify on the oral history of the 


Sioux was Marvin Thin Elk, of 
the Rosebud Indian Reservation. 
As other witnesses have 
testified, Thin Elk said under 
the treaty white men were to 
keep out of the territory 
reserved bv the Sioux. 


Often speaking first in his 
native tongue, then repeating his 
statement in English. Thin Elk 
said that after the Treaty of 1868 
was signed the federal govern­ 
ment made attempts to get Sioux 
chiefs and headmen to “sign 
away the Black Hills” after gold 
was discovered there. 


When those attempts were un­ 
successful, Thin Elk said, “just 
plain warriors were given half 
water and half whiskey. Then 
they’d drag them over and try to 
get them to sign. 
“ But some couldn’t even 
make it to the table where the 
paper was,” Thin Elk said he 
was told by his elders. 
Amendment Clause 
His testimony echoed that 
earlier Monday from Beatrice 
Medicine and the testimony of 
other witnesses who have said 
repeatedly that the United States 
did not abide by a clause in the 


1868 Treaty that it would not be 
changed without an approving 
vote by three-fourths of the adult 
Sioux males. 
Medicine, a visiting professor 
at Dartmouth whose permanent 
home is on the Standing Rock 
Reservation, said many of the 
Sioux who signed an agreement 
between the Sioux and the U.S.

Gosohol Begi ns State Road Test

Gasohol has arrived in 
Nebraska. 
The state’s “Two Million Mile 
Road Test” officially began 
Monday in Lincoln as a truck 
rolled up to the State Roads 
Department’s district materials 
depot and left a large quantity 
of the experimental fuel. 
Two earlier shipments of the 
fuel arrived in North Platte and 
Sidney Friday. Gasohol for the 
state's test is blended and 
delivered by the Cooperative 
Refinery 
Association, 
Phillipsburg, Kan. 
10% Grain Alcohol 
Gasohol, a blend of 10% 
anhydrous ethyl alcohol (gram 
alcohol) and 90% unleaded gas­ 
oline, will be tested on 36 state 
vehicled during the coming 15 
months. No adjustments were 
made on the experimental cars’ 
engines for the test. 
Amid claims of “ Were 
number one,” Charles R. Fricke, 
administrator of the Agricultural 
Products Industrial Utilization 
Committee conducting the test, 
explained that other shates are 
investigating the use of gasohol, 
“but they are about two years 
behind us.” 
The two-million-mile test, 
comparing the performance of 
gasohol versus unleaded gas­ 
oline, is the first of its kind to be, 
conducted in the United States, 
Fricke said. 
Nebraska was the first state to 
pass legislation permitting such 
a test of the experimental fuel. 
Dr. William Scheller, chair­ 
man of the University of 


Nebraska-Lincoln 
Department 
of Chemical Engineering and 
technical advisor for the gasohol 
project, has preconceived 
notions about the outcome of the 
road test. 
Positive Results 
“I expect positive results,” he 
said, basing his statement on a 
1972 test conducted on five 
vehicles. 
“According to 1972 statistics 
and the energy mathematics, 
this fuel will save approximately 
four million barrels of crude oil 
normally produced in the United 
States in one year,” Fricke said. 
“Gasohol — food and fuel for 
the future,” said the sign 
mounted on the tank as the first 
car pulled up to receive its first 
taste of the gasoline substitute. 
It could well be the fuel of the 
future. “ As gasoline prices con­ 
tinue to rise, gasohol will 
become an economical fuel,” 
Sheller said. 
$1.70 Per Gallon 
But it is not cheap by today’s 
standards. At current grain 


prices, gasohol costs $1.70 per 
gallon if the alcohol is made 
from wheat; $1.06 if made from 
corn. 
Grain alcohol is, however, “a 
renewable energy souce,” 
Fricke pointed out. “You can go 
out in the corn field and it is 
readily available.” 
Despite the high price, ,‘it is 
nearing a competitive market,” 
he added, citing current trends 
in gasoline prices and future 
demands on energy conserva­ 
tion. 
Max 
Biggs, 
district 
maintenance supervisor, State 
Department of Roads, whose 
state vehicle will be powered by 
gasohol during the next 15 
months, admitted to having 
visions of the gasohol-powered 
vehicle stopping — thud! — in a 
driving snowstorm. 
“I don’t know what to think of 
it.” he concluded.

Help is spotty at best for 
youths in need of mental health 
counseling, foster homes, day 
care and other special services, 
according to a study released 
Monday. 
The study, prepared by Brian 
Sarata for the State Department 
of Public Welfare, said a division 
of children and youth services is 
needed to expand regional ef­ 
forts to assist troubled juveniles. 
The system would be financed 
through state-local matching 
funds, the study said. The cost 
was not mentioned 
“ Because the numbers of 
youth-serving professionals are 
inadequate, many families, 
children and youth do not 
receive the services they require 
. . . (due to) understaffing, 
children are frequently removed 
from their homes unnecessarily 
and sometimes require in­ 
stitutionalization because the 
initial problem go unattended.” 


Hearings around the state 
pointed to the need for more 
help for troubled youths, Sarata 
said. Conditions cited included: 
— After being labeled 
retarded for 17 years, it was 
learned that a 23-year-old man 
has speech and hearing defects 
but is not retarded. 


— Children are often put in 
foster homes because local 
foster care officials do not have 
the time to remedy conditions in 
the natural home. 
— Four of eleven telephone 
crisis centers called one night 
did not answer. 


— Given its population, 
Nebraska should have 15 prac­ 
ticing child psychiatrists. There 
are only six, and five are in 
Omaha. 
—The State Crime Commis­ 
sion spends only 16% of its funds

for juvenile offenders, despite 
the fact that juveniles commit 
507o of Nebraska’s serious 
crimes. 
— Only 3% of the state's day 
care needs are being met. 
In addition to funding county 
services for youth, the 
Legislature should set up a 
screening and evaluation 
procedure before any youth is 
sent to the Kearney or Geneva 
Youth Development Centers, 
the study said. 
Services should also be 
available to youths 14 years and 
older upon request, it said. And 
schools and state agencies 
should hire as many youths as 
possible for summer and part- 
time work. 
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Crop Outlook Poor 
Ames, Iowa (UPI) — An 
Extension agronomist at Iowa 
State University here says 18 
northwest Iowa counties and 
two in the southwest have low 
soil moisture levels, thus making 
the crop outlook next season for 
corn, soybeans and grain 
sorghum in those areas “not 
good.”

Nebraska farmers planted 3,150,000 acres of winter wheat, up 


5% from last year, and the largest planting since 1967. 


However, lack of topsoil and subsoil moisture has left the 1975 


crop forecast bleak, according to division director Doug Murfield. 


"We haven't had a crop in this bad a shape since back in the 


1950s,"3VIurfield said. 


The crop needs moisture, most especially from North Platte 


westward, Murfield said. 


"Drought conditions during this past summer, and just 


generally low rainfall we have had around the state has left poor 
stands," Murfield said. 


"A lot of the crop is subject to winter kill because it wasn't 


planted until late. It didn't germinate," he said. 


The 1975 crop forecast is down 17% from last year, Murfield 


said.

Fremont's Catholic High 
Wins, Elementary Loses 


Fremont (AP) - 
Des- 


pite a vote to the contrary, 
Fremont's Archbishop Bergan 
High School will remain open, 
and St. Patrick's Elementary 
School will close its doors this 
spring after more than 50 years 
in operation. 


The decision to I'eep the high 


school open, and to close the 
elementary school _was jointly 
announced Monday by St. 
Patrick's parish pastor, the Rev. 
James Fitzgerald, and William 
Kunce, president of the parish's 
school board. 


The announcement followed 


closely a weekend announce- 
ment by Bishop John J. Sullivan 
of the Grand Island Catholic 
Diocese that two Grand Island 
elementary schools. would be 
closed there at the end of the 
school year. 


The Fremont parish will 


operate its school for grades 
seven through 12 for the 1975-76 
school year, eliminating the 
elementary grades. 


Elementary ^tudents will be 


assimilated into Fremont's 
public school system. 


\ 
Cutback Required 


Creditors asked St. Patrick's 


school which has had financial 
difficulties for four years, to 
balance the budget for the 1975- 
76 school year. Officials decided 
that the only way to balance the 
budget whould be to cut back, 
either at the elementary or high 
school level, so the issue was put 
to the parish last month. 
. The vote was 625 for the 
elimination of the high school 
and the retention of the elemen- 
tary grades; 509 for retention of 
the high school, and 137 votes for 
eliminating the entire parochial 
system altogether. 


However, in the interim, two 


special enrollment sessions 
were conducted to see how 
many students would attend 
grades one through eight, or 
grades seven through 12, and 
who would be willing to pay the 
higher tuition rates. 


During the sign-ups, 276 of 


about 400 students were enrolled 
in grades one through eight for 
next year at an estimated tuition 
rate of $220 per student, about 
twice as much as is currently 
being charged. The second sign- 
up showed that 290 students 
would attend high school grades 
at a tuition rate of $395 per stu- 
dent, also nearly double the 
current rate. 


Preparations 


Fremont Public 
School 


Superintendent Lloyd Sexton 
said the public school system is 
already attempting to prepare 


for the additional 400 to 425 
students expected with the 
elimination of St. Patrick's. 


"We have been kept informed 


of what has been happening ... 
and we are beginning to work 
out ways to cope with the ad- 
ditional students," Sexton said. 


Father Fitzgerald said the 


decision to close St. Patrick's 
was a "difficult" one, but that he 
feels that with "the strong sup- 
port from the parish, it will be 
the best decision. We can carry 
on successfully." 


Father Fitzgerald also pointed 


out that other parochial systems 
have followed the same path, 
most notably Grand Island, 
which over the past weekend an- 
nounced that its two elementary 
schools will be closed in favor of 
retaining Grand Island Central 
Catholic High School. 


Meanwhile, in Grand Island 


public school officials said the 
closing of the two elementary 
Catholic elementary 
schools 


would tax the public system, but 
Supt. Cliff Dale expressed ap- 
preciation that the diocese had 


announced its decision early 
enough to allow the public 
schools time to adjust. 


'Additional Cost' 


Dale said, "There is no way to 


absorb that many students 
without additional costs," but he 
said new construction and three 
years of declining enrollment 
will lessen the press-ire and 
eight mobile classrooms will be 
available to alleviate overcrow- 
ding problems. 


Father James Dawson, 


superintendent of schools in the 
Lincoln Diocese of southern 
Nebraska, said Monday no 
Catholic schools south of the 
Platte River will be closed. 


Father Dawson said the 


Catholic schools' solid financial 
status is a result of the diocesan 
development program begun in 
1971 to raise funds for special 
needs, including anticipated 
budget shortcomings 
for 


Catholic education. He cited 
strong support of the program by 
Catholics in the Lincoln Diocese.

The City Council’s interest in 
the drinking habits of its 
citizenry again came under fire 
from a number of Lmcolnites 
Monday who testified against a 
proposed change in the city’s 
liquor laws. 
At issue is the lifting of a 
restriction which prohibits 
minors under 16 from remaining 
in a place where liquor is sold 


after 9 p.m., unless accompanied 
by an adult. 
Several council members 
requested the ordinance change 
to allow implementation of a 
revised liquor policy at Pershing 
Municipal Auditorium. 
Since the council decided to 
allow the sale of beer at certain 
sporting events, Auditorium 
Board members said the present 
restriction would provide law 
enforcement problems. Some 


teenagers attend such events 
without being accompanied by 
their parents. 
Problem For Teens? 
But it was not Pershing 
Auditorium’s liquor policy 
which drew rounds of criticism 
Monday — it was the affect the 
proposed change would have on 
teenagers’ behavior. 
Gerald Oehring, principal of 
Eliot Grade School at 225 S. 
25th, said it would be “ highly 


likely” that some of his grade 
schoolers would hang out in 
taverns after 9 p.m. He said a 
number of bars are located in 
the vicinity of the school and 
that school children are at­ 
tracted to the lounges. 
Retired policewoman Hulda 
Roper, who worked with 
juveniles for a number of years, 
said taverns would give runaways 
a “place to hide out,” especially 
young girls. She lamented the 
Wa te r Ra te Hik e Ordina nc e Orde re d 
City Council members 
directed Monday that an or­ 
dinance be drafted increasing 
water rates in Lincoln effective 
the end of January. 
The Water Advisory Board 
outlined its latest proposal, 
which is aimed at cutting water 
consumption by charging water 
users additional money lor 
water used over their base- 
demand. 
Under the plan, a base- 
demand would be calculated for 
each customer on the monthly 
water consumption average over 
the past 12 months. 
Under the present rate 
system, rates decrease as water 
usage increases. 
Unlike the present system, 


only one class of customer would 
be created, with three rate 
schedules based on the amount 
of water consumed. 
The first schedule would apply 
to all users who use less than 12 
million cubic feet of water year­ 
ly. The second schedule would 
apply to all users who use 
between 12 million and 54 
million cubic feet of water year­ 
ly. The third scheeule would 
apply to all customers who use 
more than 54 million cubic feet 
of water annually. 
Most residential customers 
use less than 12 million cubic 
feet annually, so they would pay 
25 cents per 100 cubic feet for all 
water used per month greater 
than the base-demand. 


For any water used above that 
figure, an additional 25 cents per 
100 cubic feet for all water used 
in the demand bracket. 


For any water used above that 
figure, an additional 25 cents per 
100 cubic feet would be charged, 
rising to 50 cents per 100 cubic 
feet for all water used in the se­ 
cond demand bracket. 


Customers using between 12 
and 54 million cubic feet of 
water annually would be 
charged the following rate: 19 
cents per 100 cubic feet for water 
greater than the base-demand; 
31 cents per 100 cubic feet for all 
water used in the first demand 
bracket and 56 cents per 100 
cubic feet for all water used in 


the second demand bracket. 
Customers using more than 54 
million cubic feet of water year­ 
ly would be charged the 
following rate: 14 cents per 100 
cubic feet for all water used 
greater than the base-demand; 
36 cents per 100 cubic feet for all 
water used in the first demand 
backet and 61 cents per 100 cubic 
feet for all water used in the se­ 
cond demand bracket. 
Public Utilities Director Lee 
Blocker said homeowners will 
be able to control their water 
bills by cutting unnecessary 
water use. The department plans 
to mail out monthly billings, 
which should aid homeowners in 
watching their water consump­ 
tion, he said.

was discovered there. 


When those attempts were un- 


successful, Thin Elk said, "just 
plain warriors were given half 
water and half whiskey. Then 
they'd drag them over and try to 
get them to sign. 


"But some couldn't even 


make it to the table where the 
paper was," Thin Elk said-he 
was told by his elders. 


Amendment Clause 


• His testimony echoed that 
earlier Monday from Beatrice 
Medicine and the testimony of 
other witnesses who have said 
repeatedly that the United States 
did not abide by a clause in the 


1868 Treaty that it would not be 
changed without an approving 
vote by three-fourths of the adult 
Sioux males. 


Medicine, a visiting professor 


at Dartmouth whose permanent 
home is on the Standing Rock 
Reservation, said many of the 
Sioux who signed an agreement 
between the Sioux and the U.S. 
which was ratified by the 
Congress in 1877 were not 
recognized chiefs or head men. 


The 1877 agreement allowed 


the U.S. to take the Black Hills. 


Medicine, who was on the 


witness stand all morning and 


for the early part of the after- 
noon, was also questioned close* 
ly on treaties the Sioux made 
before 1868, some of which con- 
tain clauses which state the 
Sioux were accepting the protec- 
tion and supremacy of the 
United States.

Gasohol has arrived in 


Nebraska. 


The state's "Two Million Mile 


Road Test" officially 
began 


Monday in Lincoln as a truck 
rolled up to the State Roads 
Department's district materials 
depot and left a large quantity 
of the experimental fuel. 


Two earlier shipments of the 


fuel arrived in North Platte and 
Sidney Friday. Gasohol for the 
state's test is blended and 
delivered by the Cooperative 
Refinery 
Association, 


Phillipsburg, Kan. 


10% Grain Alcohol 


Gasohol, a blend of 10% 


anhydrous ethyl alcohol (grain 
alcohol) and 90% unleaded gas- 
oline, will be tested on 36 state 
vehicled during the coming 15 
months. No adjustments were 
made on the experimental cars' 
engines for the test. 


Amid claims of "We're 


number one," Charles R. Fricke, 
administrator of the Agricultural 
Products Industrial Utilization 
Committee conducting the test, 
explained that other shates are 
investigating the use of gasohol, 
"but they are about two years 
behind us." 


The two-million-mile test, 


comparing the performance of 
gasohol versus unleaded gas- 
oline, is the first of its kind to be, 
conducted in the United States, 
Fricke said. 


Nebraska was the first state to 


pass legislation permitting such 
a test of the experimental fuel. 


Dr. William Scheller, chair- 


man of the University of 


Nebraska-Lincoln 
Department 


of Chemical Engineering and 
technical advisor for the gasohol 
project, has preconceived 
notions about the outcome of the 
road test. 


Positive Results 


"I expect positive results," he 


said, basing his statement on a 
1972 test conducted on five 
vehicles. 


"According to 1972 statistics 


and the energy mathematics, 
this fuel will save approximately 
four million barrels of crude oil 
normally produced in the United 
States in one year," Fricke said. 


"Gasohol — food and fuel for 


the future," said the sign 
mounted on the tank as the first 
car pulled up to receive its first 
taste of the gasoline substitute. 


It could well be the fuel of the 


future. "As gasoline prices con- 
tinue to rise, gasohol will 
become an economical fuel," 
Shelter said. 


$1.70 Per Gallon 


But it is not cheaf) by today's 


standards. At current grain 


prices, 'gasohol costs $1.70 per 
gallon if- the alcohol is made 
from wheat; $1.06 if made from 
corn. 


Grain alcohol is, however, "a 


renewable energy souce," 
Fricke pointed out. "You can go 
out in the corn field and it is 
readily available." 


Despite the high price, ,'it is 


nearing a competitive market," 
he added, citing current trends 
in gasoline prices and future 
demands on energy conserva- 
tion. 


Max 
Biggs,

maintenance supervisor, State 
Department of Roads, whose 
state vehicle will be powered by 
gasohol during the next 15 
months, admitted to having 
visions of the gasohol-powered 
vehicle stopping — thud! — in a 
driving snowstorm.

— After being labeled 


retarded for 17 years, it was 
learned that a 23-year-old man 
has speech and hearing defects 
but is not retarded.

the time to remedy conditions in 
the natural home. 


— Four of eleven telephone 


crisis centers called one night 
did not answer. 


— Given its population,

ticing child psychiatrists. There 
are only six, and five are in 
Omaha.

On ly baseball, which in the p ast has been 
fo u n d v irtu ally sacro san ct an d u n to u chable, is 
ex emp t fro m an ti-tru st laws. On ly baseball has a

o n e team fo r life u n less traded o r so ld.

Bu t there is o n e catch. The team lo sin g him 
mu st receiv e adeq u ate co mp en satio n fo r the 
lo ss. If an ag reemen t can n o t be reached 
between the two clu bs in v o lv ed, then the co m­ 
missio n er—in this case, Ro zelie—arbitrarily 
decides the p ro p er co mp en satio n . 
This is a bo n e in the thro at o f the NFL 
Play ers Asso ciatio n , which stag ed a strike p rio r 
to the 1974 seaso n bu t failed to n eg o tiate a co n ­ 
tract.

The City Council's interest in 


the drinking habits of its 
citizenry again came under fire 
from a number of Lincolnites 
Monday who testified against a 
proposed change in the city's 
liquor laws. 


At issue is the lifting of a 


restriction which prohibits 
minors under 16 from remaining 
in a place where liquor is sold 


after 9 p.m., unless accompanied 
by an adult. 


Several council members 


requested the ordinance change 
to allow implementation of a 
revised liquor policy at Pershing 
Municipal Auditorium. 


Since the council decided to 


allow the sale of beer at certain 
sporting events, Auditorium 
Board members said the present 
restriction would provide law 
enforcement problems. Some 


teenagers attend such events 
without being accompanied by 
their parents. 


Problem For Teens? 


But it was not Pershing 


Auditorium's liquor policy 
which drew rounds of criticism 
Monday — it was the affect the 
proposed change would have on 
teenagers' behavior. 


Gerald Oehring, principal of 


Eliot Grade School at 225 S. 
25th, said it would be "highly 


likely" that some of his grade 
schoolers would hang out in 
taverns after 9 p.m. He said a 
number of bars are located in 
the vicinity of the school and 
that school children are at- 
tracted to the lounges. 


Retired policewoman Hulda 


Roper, who worked with 
juveniles for a number of years, 
said taverns would give runaways 
a "place to hide out," especially 
young girls. She lamented the 


Wafer Rate Hike Ordinance Ordered 


City Council members 


directed Monday that an or- 
dinance be drafted increasing 
water rates in Lincoln effective 
the end of January. 


The Water Advisory Board 


outlined its latest proposal, 
which is aimed at cutting water 
consumption by charging water 
users additional money tor 
water used over their base- 
demand. 


Under the plan, a base- 


demand would be calculated for 
each customer on the monthly 
water consumption average over 
the past 12 months. 


Under the present rate 


system, rates decrease as water 
usage increases. 


Unlike the present system, 


only one class of customer would 
be created, with three rate 
schedules based on the amount 
of water consumed. 


The first schedule would apply 


to all users who use less than 12 
million cubic feet of water year- 
ly. The second schedule would 
apply to all users who use 
between 12 million and 54 
million cubic feet of water year- 
ly. The third scheeule would 
apply to all customers who use 
more than 54 million cubic feet 
of water annually. 


Most residential customers 


use less than 12 million cubic 
feet annually, so they would pay 
25 cents per 100 cubic feet for all 
water used per month greater 
than the base-demand. 


For any water used above that 


figure, an additional 25 cents per 
100 cubic feet for all water used 
in the demand bracket. 


For any water used above that 


figure, an additional 25 cents per 
100 cubic feet would be charged, 
rising to 50 cents per 100 cubic 
feet for all water used in the se- 
cond demand bracket. 


Customers using between 12 


and 54 million cubic feet of 
water annually would be 
charged the following rate: 19 
cents per 100 cubic feet for water 
greater than the base-demand; 
31 cents per 100 cubic feet for all 
water used in the first demand 
bracket and 56 cents per 100 
cubic feet for all water-used in 


the second demand bracket. 


Customers using more than 54 


million cubic feet of water year- 
ly would be charged the 
following rate: 14 cents per 100 
cubic feet for all .water used 
greater than the base-demand; 
36 cents per 100 cubic feet for all 
water used in the first demand 
backet and 61 cents per 100 cubic 
feet for ah 
1 .water used in the se- 


cond demand bracket 


Public Utilities Director Lee 


Blocker said homeowners will 
be able to control their water 
bills by cutting unnecessary 
water use. The aepartment plans 
to mail out monthly billings, 
which should aid homeowners in 
watching their'water consump- 
tion, he said.

TUCSON, Ariz. (AP) - Col­ 
lege baseball coaches are upset 
by a rule change allowing pro 
teams to draft more college 
players. 
Chuck Bravton, Washington 
State coach and head of the 
NCAA Rules Committee, called 
the change a “ Benedict Arnold” 
move. 
“ To me. some of the good re­ 
lations that have been built up 
over the years between college 
baseball and the pros were torn 
down in just a vote,” Brayton 
said in a telephone interview 
with The Tucson Daily Citizen. 
The amendment, adopted at 
the winter baseball meetings in 
New Orleans this month, allows 
the drafting and signing of col­ 
lege players who turn 21 within 
45 days after the summer or 
winter draft. 
Before, players who were 21 
were eligible for only the sum­ 
mer draft. 
“ This new rule could ruin col­ 
lege baseball,” Brayton said 
“ We are sending all types of 
protest to pro baseball officials 
to let them know that the new 
rule is not in the best interest of 
baseball in general or college 
baseball specifically.” 
“ The new rule is really a 
shocker,” said Jerry Kindall, 
University of Arizona baseball 
coach “ I am very disappointed 
in what appears to be a back­ 
ward move with the pros and our 
relationship with them.” 
Kindall said that under the old 
rule, players with college 
eligibility were lost in the sum­ 
mer when there still was time to 
recruit replacements. 
But now, many players still 
eligible in college can be 
drafted in January when there is 
no time to recruit new players, 
he said. 
Kindall has 10 players return­ 
ing from his 58-6 squad of last 
season who are eligible for the 
draft under the new rule. 
The Citizen quoted a spokes­ 
man in the baseball commis­ 
sioner’s office as saying the new 
rule gives college players more 
of a choice. 
In the past, the spokesman 
said, a college player had to drop 
out of school to be eligible for 
the January draft With the new 
rule, he does not have to. 
But Kindall said that’s not the 
full picture. 
“ It’s not a fair comparison,” 
he said. “ He is taking as an ex­ 
ample a handful of players who 
quit school and is saying this is 
what all the college players want 
to do. But this just isn’t so. ”

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Learning Experience For NU 
Bloomington, Ind. — Nebraska’s early season basketball 
schedule certainly has been tough, but the experience should 
pay off for the Cornhuskers when Big Eight Conference play 
begins Jan. 18 against Kansas State in the NU Coliseum. 


The learning experience continues starting Thursday in the 


Big Eight tournament at Kemper Arena in Kansas City when 
Coach Joe Cipriano sends his Huskers against Oklahoma, one of 
the top teams in the conference. 


That game should provide some sort of measuring stick on 
Husker progress. A year ago, NU won a tight 63-58 game to the 
Sooners in the Coliseum and dropped an 85-63 decision at 
Oklahoma. 
If successful against the Sooners, the Huskers will play the 
winner of the Oklahoma State-Kansas game Saturday night and 
that figures to be the Jayhawks OSU underwent the same “ lear­ 
ning experience” as Nebraska last weekend when the Cowboys 
fell to perennially tough Kentucky in the UK Invitational by a 
90-65 margin. 


Even in a 97-60 loss to Indiana last SAturday, Nebraska 
wasn't embarrassed by the No. 2 ranked Hoosiers. Having 
covered Indiana basketball for a great number of years, I can 
truthfully say this is a better team than any ever turned out 
here. And that includes NCAA championship teams of 1940 and 
1953. 


So, Nebraska isn’t too far away from a very respectable 
team even though the final margin looks bad on paper. The 
Huskers will improve because they ’re a young team with a lot of 
potential. 
Especially promising in the Indiana Classic was Ron Taylor, 
the 6-10 sophomore center who was the only player in the tour­ 
nament to nose out an IU player for the all-tournament team. 
Press Liked Taylor 
Dick Mittman of the Indianapolis News, one of the many 
newsmen who covered the tournament, wrote this about 
Taylor. “ He looks like a black Ichobod Crane and shoots like 
Buffalo Bill.” 


Taylor earned his all-star spot by hitting 10 of 15 field goal 
attempts for 20 points, all in the second half as Nebraska forced 
Coach Bob Knight of Indiana to keep his regulars in the game 
much longer than he had to do the previous night in a 71-53 vic­ 
tory over Creighton. 


The reason for the difference in the final margins of In­ 
diana’s victories was that reserves against Creighton yielded 18 
unanswered points while reserves against Nebraska played like 
they had been chewed out by Knight, which he actually did 
during a timeout late in the Creighton game. 
Cipriano explained to writers after the final game the situa­ 
tion surrounding Taylor’s role as a reserve and said the big man 
now deserves a starting position. 


“ Taylor played extremely well in our first game of the 
season last year,” Cipriano said. “ And we started him the next 
12 or 13 games because of that. But all he could do last year was 
score. He was averaging about 12 points a game, but he wasn't 
getting some of the other things done that we wanted him to be 
doing. We just couldn't win with him in there.” 


He added. “ This year he came out and worked hard on 
those other things such as defense and rebounding, and we knew 
he had improved But we didn't want to take a chance on star­ 
ting him in the first game.” 
Saturday night’s performance against Indiana shows Taylor 
is back on the right track after being down because he failed to 
start the opener. 
“ He knows now that we re senous about him playing both 
ends of the floor and he’s earned a starting position now,” 
Cipriano said. 
That's why the Husker outlook is brighter today.

The Nebraska football team is 


ready to go into action again. 


"If we had to play tomorrow, I. 


think we could play a respec- 
table game," said Nebraska headi 
football coach Tom Osborne 
following the Buskers' final Lin- 
coln practice for the 1974 season. 


"We've got everything in 


defensively and offensively. Just 
a little conditioning and 
polishing this next week and 
we'll be ready," Osborne said in 
reference to the New Year's Eve 
meeting with Florida in the 
Sugar Bowl. 


The 97 Huskers on the 


travelling squad will leave for 
New Orleans at 10 a.m. from 
Lincoln Tuesday and will run 
through a short practice about 
3:30 p.m. in New Orleans. 
"We plan to push a little 


harder the first three or four 
days. But we probably won't 
have any full scrimmages before 
the game," Osborne said. 


"I'd like to see us have our 


best game of the year down 
there. I don't think we've had 
our best game yet. At least, I 
hope not," added Osborne. 


"Overall, I feel that we're 


better than last year. We've 
scored more, gained more yards, 
and I think our running game is 
better," Osborne noted. "Our 
offensive line is better and we're 
as good in running backs as 
we've ever been since 1971." 


Tony Davis and John O'Leary 


provide Osborne with the con- 
fidence to make such a state- 
ment. 


Davis, a 5-11, 214-pound 


Tecumseh native, gained 526 
yards on 106'carried for a five 
yard average per run, while 
O'Leary, a 6-1, '2!G pounder of 
Port Washington, N.Y., carried 
for 499 yards on 100 attempts for 
five yards per rush despite mis- 
sing one complete game with a 
broken jaw. 


"Our primary objective has 


always been to establish a 
ground game, and control the 
line of scrimmage," said Davis. 


"Our offense is fairly simple, 


and we have the personnel to get 
the job done with confidence," 
Davis said, "But this game with 
Florida is a big one because they 
work so well against the run." 


Florida only faced three 


"passing teams" all year, 
Maryland, .California and Miami. 
The other eight opponents, 
Southeastern Conference teams, 
run from a running option type 
of offense. 


"I knew that I wouldn't be 


running with the ball as much as 
I did last year. I block most of 
the time now," said Davis. 


"Our team excels in pass 


protection. I think that Humm 
(quarterback Dave) was sacked 
only once or twice this whole 
season," he continued, "and 
that's where we'll have to be - 
tough against Florida." 


"I'd like to be as good a 


blocker as Maury Damkroger 
was here a few years ago," said 
Davis. "I don't mind blocking in- 
stead of running, because I know 
the coaches are just taking ad- 
vantage of the personnel we 
have." 


O'Leary quickly agreed, "If 


they want me to run 50 times in 
a game I will. The same holds 
true if I never run with the ball." 


"I see this game as being just 


as important as next year's 
opener," said O'Leary. "This 
will be the first game of a new 
season." 


"We worked too hard all year 


long to blow a game like this," 
added O'Leary. 


"This is a game of pride, and 


we have to maintain that pride," 
he added. 


Davis and O'Leary both 


agreed, "We're just bad losers. 
So we have to win." 
"There is nothing like winning a 
bowl game and going into the 
locker room."

- NEW YORK (AP) — Former Justice Arthur 
Goldberg, arguing the Curt Flood case before 
the Supreme Court in 1972, called baseball 
players "high-priced slaves." 


Joe Kapp, an unemployed quarterback, sued 


the National Football League, accusing it of an 
"illegal conspiracy" to keep him out of work. A 
federal judge in San' Francisco last weekend 
ruled in his favor. 


There are rumblings again among theaffluent 


working classes of pro baseball, football, basket- 
ball and hockey. It may fall upon Congress—as 
suggested by the Supreme Court—to find an 
answer to this complicated and inconsistent 
maze of player-management relations. 


Only baseball, which in the past has been 


found virtually sacrosanct and untouchable, is 
exempt from anti-trust laws. Only baseball has a 
reserve clause which, in effect, binds a player to 
one team for life unless traded or sold. 


But the other major pro sports, while 


technically bound by anti-trust restraints, 
operate under, option clauses which 
players—such as Kapp—argue are inhibiting 
and unfair. 


The National Football League has what is 


called the "Rozelle Rule." A player wishing to 
shift 'to another team may so advise his 
employer, play another year at 80 per cent of his 
salary, then move. 


But mere is one catch. The team losing him 


must receive adequate compensation for the 
loss. If an agreement cannot be reached 
between the two clubs involved, then the com- 
missioner—in this case, Rozelle—arbitrarily 
decides the proper compensation. 


This is a bone in the throat of the NFL 


Players Association, which staged a strike prior, 
to the 1074 season but failed to negotiate a con- 
tract. The season was played under the old 
terms. 


The players' contention is that-the "Rozelle 


Rule" denies them an open market for their ser- 
vices because dubs, if they don't actually con- 
spire, are naturally inhibited about taking on a 
player from a rival team. 


The clubs would be inclined to. shy away at 


the thought of compensation-being forced to 
surrender key players or high draft choices. 


Judge William T. Swagert, ruling in the Kapp 


case, called such a rule "unreasonable and il- 
legal." 


NFL owners contend that such a rule is 


necessary to preserve the basic structure of the 
game. Since the rule was put into force in 1963 
there have been 31 compensation cases, four in 
which the commissioner had to make the deci- 
sion. 


The last of these cases was the move of wide 


receiver Dick Gordon of the Chicago Bears to 
Los Angeles in 1971". There were two in 
1967-with cornerback Pat Fischer of St. Louis 
going to Washington and wide receiver Dave 


M Parks of San Francisco going to New Or- 


leans-and another in 1971, in which defensive 
tackle Phil Olsen went from New England to 
Los Angeles. 


The National Basketball Association has the 


- most liberal option clause. A club retains the 
rights to the services of a player for one year 
after his contract expires—at no cut in 
salary—after which the player is free to go 
where, he chooses. Compensation is not 
demanded. 
_ The latest such incident involving the NBA 
was the-move DV Cazae Russell from the 


Golden State Warrirs to Los Angeles this 
season. 


The National Hockey League has the one-year 


option rule, as dp the NFL and NBA, but holds 
to a compensation arrangement similar—but 
not exactly like— that of the NFL. 


The two dubs affected by a player shift try to 


work out proper compensation. If they fail to 
agree, the issue is put to a binding arbitrator on 
a highlow basis. In other words, each club sub- 
mits what it considers fair compensation and' 
the arbitrator picks one or the other. 


"The commissioner has no arbitrary power in 


such a situation," says Clareence .Campbell, 
NHL president. "It is broader and freer. But it 
is necessary. We could not survive without it." 


Club owners fear that if Congress or the 


courts should wrest from them the power to 
hang on to player property, the foundation of 
sports would collapse. 


Rich owners would be able to corral all the 


top players and lopsided competition would re- 
sult. It would be a case, they say, of the rich get- 
ting richer and the poor getting poorer. 


Baseball's reserve clause has been a source of 


contention for years. Players and legal experts 


have argued that it reduces players to virtual 
peonage. 


Efforts to eradicate the clause have failed 


because the Supreme Court has been dis- 
inclined to meddle with the pastime that has 
been linked with the American flag, mother and 
apple pie. 


The tradition of baseball's sanctity was es- 


tablished by the Supreme Court in 1922 when 
Chief Justice Oh'ver Wendell Holmes ruled that 
baseball involved "purely state affairs." 


The issue came before the Supreme Court 


again in 1972 when Curt Flood, an All-Star out- 
fielder, brought a $3.1 million damage suit 
against baseball after he had been traded by the 
St. Louis Cardinals to the Philadelphia Phillies. 


Again the court ruled in favor of baseball by a 


5-3 vote, but Chief Justice Warren Burger, 
voting affirmatively, expressed "grave reser- 
vations" and insisted that Congress-and not 
the courts-should be the forum for such an 
issue. 


Justice William 0. Douglas, dissenting, called 


the decision "a derelict in the stream of law 
which we, its creator, should remove."

Woods Named AFC Top Rookie

ball League conference title games. Oakland was picked by six 
points over the Pittsburgh Steelers while the Vikings are a five 
point choice over the Los Angeles Rams. 


Carroll Rosenbloora, owner of the Los Angeles Rams, may 


be released soon from Mt. Sinai Hospital where he has been un- 
der treatment for a mild heart attack.

OAKLAND (AP) - There's 


noisy talk in this home of the 
world champion Oakland A's of 
a West Coast Super Bowl in New 
Orleans—the Oakland Raiders 
against the Los Angeles Rams. 


There is also quiet, nervous 


conversation 
on whether the 


Raiders, who boast the AFC's 
No. 1 offense, can get up for Sun- 
day's American Football 
Conference championship game 
against the Pittsburgh Steelers, 
who have the conference's No. 1 
defense. 


When you've got two horses of 


equal quality, you pick the one 
who had the easiest time of it in 
its last race, handicappers say. 


There is no question that 


Pittsburgh had the easiest time 
of it in the first round of the AFC 
playoffs over the weekend. The 
Steelers polished off the Buffalo 
Bills 32-14. 


But the Raiders will be com- 


ing off an exhausting, heart- 
stopping 28-26 decision over 
Miami that wasn't decided until 
the final seconds. 


"We didn't put all our beans in 


one basket," insisted linebacker 
Phil Villapiano, who ended 
Miami's hopes with an intercep- 
tion with only seconds 
remaining. "We're going to whip 
those guys next week." 


Defensive tackle Art Thorns 


said, "We can't look past this 
game or we'll never get to the 
Super Bowl." 


But the Steelers are also con- 


fident. 


"I think we're operating near 


full efficiency now and, heaven 
help us, we'll peak next week," 
said 
Pittsburgh 
quarterback 


Terry Bradshaw. 


Running back Franco Harris 


said Sunday's clash "is going to 
be one of those tough, knock- 
down, drag-out kind of games." 


The Raiders remember the 


1972 AFC playoffs when Harris 
made a last-play catch of a 
ricocheting Bradshaw pass for a 
touchdown and a 13-7 win. 
Steeler fans dubbed the catch 
the "immaculate reception," 


"Pittsburgh will always be a 


rivalry for us because of what 
Franco did to us," Oakland 
linebacker Gerald Irons said. "It 


will be another chance to get 
back at them for that." 


The Raiders proved Saturday 


they also could work miracles- 
four of them to be exact. The 
decisive one came when run- 
ning back Clarence 
Davis 


emerged from a nest of Dol- 
phins to grab Stabler's wobbly 
eight-yard pass with 26 seconds 
left for the victory. 


"I couldn't believe it," said 


Bradshaw of the catch. "What 
can you do with a team that has 
so much luck?" 


Oakland, owner of the best 


record in pro football this sea- 
son at 13-2, is a five-point choice 
over the Steelers, now 11-3-1. 


In the 1973 AFC champion- 


ship game, the Raiders routed 
Pittsburgh 33-14. And earlier this' 
season, Oakland shut out the 
Steelers 17-0.

Woods, a quarterback in 


college at New Mexico highlands 
and later at New Mexico, led the 
Green Bay Packers in rushing 
during the pre-season but was 
released when striking veterans 
returned to camp. The Chargers, 
on the recommendation of Rudy 
Feldman, Woods' coach at New 
Mexico, purchased him for the 
$100 waiver price. 


To call Woods a surprise is 


putting it mildly. 


He ended the season with a 


105-yard performance against 
Denver to finish with 1,162 
yards. The figure broke the 
rookie record of 1,105 set by 
Green Bay's John Brockington 
in 1971 and left Woods behind

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) - 


Brigham Young University's 


. football team has faced a Wish- 


bone offense only once in the 
past two seasons — and not a 
well-employed one, at that, says 
BYU Coach LaVell Edwards. 


So, naturely, he's concerned 


about Saturday's Fiesta Bowl 
opponent, Oklahoma State. 


"We haven't faced a Wish- 


bone offense this year, and this 
poses a little bit of a problem for 
us because a team has to be well 
disciplined to use it," Edwards 
said Monday as his Cougars 
began practice locally for the 
post-season game,, 


"But we might have an ad- 


vantage in that Oklahoma State 
hasn't played against a 4-3 de- 
fense like we use. The majority 
of schools today use the 5-2 de- 
fense and that's what the Cow- 
boys are used to." 


Edwards noted that both 


teams do extremely well defen- 
sively against what the other 
squad does best on offense. 


The Cougars won their last 


seven regular season games to 
wind up with a 7-3-1 mark and 
the Western Athletic Confer- 
ence title, which included an 
automatic berth in the Fiesta 
Bowl. 


Edwards said BYU finished 


the season ranked fourth na- 
tionally in its ability to defend 
against the rush. 


Oklahoma State, on the other 


hand, was first in the Big Eight 
at stopping the pass, he said, ad- 
ding that "we have a very good 
passing attack." 


Edwards said his team was in 


good shape physically, except for 
offensive guard Lloyd Fair- 
banks, who was operated on 
Thursday for 
appendicitis. 


Moving in to take his place will 
be Dave Hubbard, a 6-7, 267- 
pound junior. 


He said tailback Jeff Blanc, 


who's been hampered by vari- 
ous injuries all season, appeared 
to be in good shape. 


"I can't say enough about 


Jeff," said Edwards. He plays 
with more enthusiasm and de- 
dication than almost any other 
player I've known. If you need 
three yards, Jeff will get 
them—or die trying."

Woods, a 6-foot-l, 210- 


pounder, averaged 5.1 yards per 
carry, the second best mark in 
the league behind Armstrong's 
5.3, and outgained record-setter 
0. J. Simpson of Buffalo by 37 


yards. He ran for seven 
touchdowns, caught passes for 
three more and even threw for a 
TD in an amazing display of ver- 
satility. 


Woods was named on 2Lof the 


39 ballots cast by a nationwide 
panel of sports writers, three 
from each AFC city. Jack 
Lambert, Pittsburgh's 
middle 


linebacker, was-runnerup with 
seven votes and the only other 
multiple vote-getters were 
defensive linemen Carl Bar- 
zilauskas of the New York Jets 
and John Dutton of Baltimore, 
with three each. 


"I still don't believe all this 


has happened," Woods said. "I 
think back to a few days before 
the season when I was un- 
employed and I shake my head. 
It's been something, really 
something. 


"I knew I had enough talent to 


play professional football 
someplace. I didn't think I'd 
play very much. I just wanted a 
second chance." 


Woods feels he's still in the 


learning stage. 


"I'm still learning to read 


defenses," he explained. "It's 
tough picking up the linebacker 
blitzes because they disguise 
them so well." 


Lambert, 
the runnerup, 


moved out veteran Henry Davis 
as a starter in training camp and 
was superb the rest of the 
season, playing one of the most 
difficult positions for a rookie; 
Barzilauskas, af 6-6, 280, made 
his awesome presence felt with 
an outstanding second half as the 
Jets won six straight games- to 
finish at 7-7. Dutton, 6-6, 260, 
was one of the few bright lights 
in a 2-12 season for Baltimore.

TUCSON, Ariz. (AP) - Col- 


lege baseball coaches are upset 
by a rule change allowing pro 
teams to draft more college 
players. 


Chuck Brayton, Washington 


State coach and head of the 
NCAA Rules Committee, called 
the change a "Benedict Arnold" 
move. 


"To me, some of the good re- 


lations that have been built up 
over the years between college 
baseball and the pros were torn 
down in just a vote," Brayton 
said in a telephone interview 
with The Tucson Daily Citizen. 


The amendment, adopted at 


the winter baseball meetings in 
New Orleans this month, allows 
the drafting and signing of col- 
lege players who turn 21 within 
45 days after the summer or 
winter draft. 


Before, players who were 21 


were eligible for only the sum-, 
mer draft. 


"This new rule could ruin col- 


lege baseball," Brayton said. 
"We are sending all types of 
protest to pro baseball officials 
to let them know that the new 
rule is not in the best interest of 
baseball in general or college 
baseball specifically." 


"The new rale is really a 


shocker," said Jerry Kindall, 
University of Arizona baseball 
coach "I am very disappointed 
in what appears to be a back- 
ward move with the pros and our 
relationship with them." 


Kindall said that under the old 


rule, players with cojlege 
eligibility were lost in the sum- 
mer when there still was time to 
recruit replacements. 


But now. many players still 


eligible in college can be 
drafted in January when there is 
no time to recruit new players, 
he said. 


Kindall has 10 players return- 


ing from his 58-6 squad of last 
season who are eligible for the 
draft under the new rule. 


The Citizen quoted a spokes- 


man in the baseball commis- 
sioner's office as saying the new 
rule gives college players more 
of a choice. 


In the past, the spokesman 


said, a college player had to drop 
out of school to be eligible for 
the January draft. With the new 
rule, he does not have to. 


But Kindall said that's not the 


full picture. 


"It's not a fair comparison," 


he said. "He is taking as an ex- 
ample a handful of players who 
quit school and is saying this is 
what all the college players" want 
to do. But this just isn't so." '
